EX-CONVICT IS FOUND SLAIN

Man Questioned Indicates Harry Johnson 
Was Fatally Injured Holding Up Dice Game 
in Which Philip Battisto Was Player. 


U.S. TRADE BOARD

Halts Several Investigations 
‘When Congress Fails to 
Approve Its $70,000 
Deficiency Bill.

WASHINGTON, March 26. — 
Failure of the Budget Bureau and 
Congress to approve a deficiency 
appropriation of $70,000 caused the 
Federal Trade Commission today 
to furlough without pay 100 em- 
ployes engaged in investigating the 
power and gas utilities, chain 
stores, the cement industry and the 
building material business. 

Unless Congress should act fa- 
vorably in the meantime, the com- 
mission announced, these men and 
women would be without jobs until 
July 1. After that, their employ- 
ment by the commission will de- 
pend upon the action Congress 
takes on the commission's regular 
appropriation bill for 1932-33. The 
announcement said that 71 of the 
furloughed employes had been at 
work on the chain store investiga- 
tion, 18 on power and the remain- 
ing 11 on other investigations. 

The Budget Bureau reduced the 
eccmmission’s 1932-33 estimate of 
expenditures from $1,731,000 to 
$1,266.500, or 28 per cent, a much 
heavier cut than was made in other 
departmental or. bureau estimates. 
The bureau's cut was approved by 
th> House Appropriations Commit- 
tee and the House. An effort will 
be made in the Senate to increase 
the appropriation for next year to 
the amount the commission re- 
ceived this year. The requested 
deficiency appropriation indicates 
that this year’s appropriation was 
inadequate. 

Senator Walsh (Dem.), Montana, 
author of the resolution calling for 
investigation of the power and gas 
utilities, in announcing that he Oop- 
posed a cut in the Commission's 
appropriation said: “Someone wants 
to sturve the Commission out of 
continuing the investigation.” 

All of the investigations on which 
the furloughed employes were 
working were called for by Con- 
gress. 

Two of these inquiries, those on 
building materials and on cement, 
were authorized during the fiscal 
year 1931-32, after the regular ap- 
propriations had been made. No 
specia! appropriation was provided. 
The Commission, as has been the 
practice in such instances for sev- 
eral years, began the investigations 
on receipt of the Senate resolutions 
and depended on deficiency bills to 
provide for the added salaries. 

More than 70 investigations of 
this character, most of them direct- 
ed by the President, the Senate or 
the House. have been carried on 
by the Commission since its organ- 
ization. It has always begun: an 
investigation upon receipt of the 
authorizing resolution. At the cus- 
tomary time the Commission has 
applied to the Budget Bureau for 
a recommendation to Congress for 
a deficiency appropriation to cover 
the cost of investigations undertak- 
en during the fiscal year for which 
regular appropriations had already 
heen made and, in all cases. these 
deficiencies have been granted. 


PASSENGERS ON TRAIN HELD UP 
JUST OUTSIDE SAN FRANCISCO 


Two Armed Men Take Valuables: 
. From Persons in Lounge Car.

Two armed robbers held up the 
Lark, Southern Pacific passenger 
train, just outside the railway yards 
here tonight, forced passengers rid-

Officials of .the Southern Pacific 
said one of the robbers leaped from 
the lounge cz’ at Bayshore Tunnel, 
only a few miles south of the San 
Francisco yard limits. The other 
man was thought to have left the

Three and one-half hours after 
Philip Battisto, associate of Cuckoo 
gangsters, was shot in the head, in 
Hop Alley at the rear of 714 Mar- 
ket street, the’ body of Harry John- 
son, an ex-convict, dead from two 
bullet -vounds, was found in Battis- 
to’s automobile on Watson road, 
near Jamieson avenue, at 8:45 lJast 
night. | 

At the time when the body was 
found, police squads were looking 
for two other men, designated as 
chauffeurs, who were believed to 
have been present at the time of 
the shooting,in Hop Alley. One of 
them, Charles Hesse of 4319 Ash- 
land avenue, was arrested, and re- 
lated that he, Battisto and others 
were in a dice game in a room on 
the alley, when two men held up 
the game and took their money, 
about $10 in all. 

He said that as the robbers were 
leaving, one of the men in the room 
fired on them from a window, and 
that the robbers fired back. Hes- 
se’s story would indicate that 
Johnson was one of the robbers, 
that Johnson or his companion shot 
Battisto, and that some person in 
the group shot Johnson, who was 
driven away by his companion. The 
police are checking up this story. 
One circumstance under considera- 
tion is that Battisto, when taken to 
City Hospital, had $3.35, while no 
money was found on Johnson. Bat- 
tisto is in grave condition. 

Whisky Found in Room. 


believed to have been, before the 
shoottng, is on the alley, over rooms 
occupied by Chinese. 
were furnished, and are said to 
have been used as a lounging place 
by drivers who parked their cars 
on an adjacent lot. Battisto’s over- 
coat-and a quart bottle of whisky 
were found in the room. 

Broadcasting of the license num- 
ber of Battisto’s car, a Buick coach. 
led to the discovery of the car, seen 
by policemen in a passing scout 
car, and of Johnson's body. The 
body lay on the floor of the car. 
A bullet hole was inside the right 
door of the car, the shot having 
been fired possibly through the 
open left door. Johnson was clad 
in trousers and undershirt. The 
car, in a lonely spot, was headed 
toward the county. 

Johnson’s body was identified by 
his sister-in-law, Sadie Sarkis. She 
Said he was 29 years old and lived 
at 1207 Chouteau avenue, and was 
running a restaurant on Washing- 
ton boulevard, in the 3300 block. 
He was convicted in 1922 of hold- 
ing up a cigar store, and was sent 
to the Penitentiary for a 12-year 
term, which ended under the 7-12 
rule in 1929. 

In March, 1930, he was indicted 
on the charge of murder, having 
been identified as one o fthe rob- 
bers who killed Clarence A. Sweeny 
in his father’s tire shop at 1501 
North Grand boulevard. He was 
acquitted.

rested on a charge of carrying 
concealed weapons, but the case 
was dismissed. 

Refuses to Name Assailant. 

The shooting of Battisto occurred 
at 5:15 p. m. A traffic policeman 
at Seventh and Market _ streets 
heard two shots, and, going to Hop 
Alley.. found the wounded man, 
hatiess, lying in the alley.

before the policeman, examining 
him, found that he was wounded 
im the right side of the head.

’ Physicians examining Battisto at 
the hospital said he was bruised 
as if by blows about the head and 
face, and that one of his shoulders 
was bruised. 

Battisto, known as “Chee-Chee.” 
according to the police. was 27 
years old and lived at 408 South 
Second street. He told the police 
he had been driving a service car 
on the Lindell-Waterman line. Of- 
ficers of the service car men’s or- 
ganization said Battisto was not a 
registered driver on any of the 
regular lines. 

- Police records show that he has 
been arrested 25 times, but only 
one conviction is recorded. In 19321 
he was convicted of stealing tires.

ance of any controvery about Reed. 

While virtually none of the Mis- 
souri Democrats see a possibility of 
Reed having any strength in the 
national convention, other than the 
Missouri delegation, and while 

oosevelt seemingly is the real 
choice of the Missouri Democrats, 
it is unlikely that an  attempf 
will be made to name Roosevelt 
in the platform oor _ resolutions 
adopted by the convention. 


Two Contests Come First. 

The first matter of convention 
business to be taken up tomorrow 
will be a decision by the State 
Committee in two contests, one 
from the Nineteenth and the other 
from the Twenty-Second ward in 
St. Louis. The committee will meet 
at 9 o’clock in the Jefferson Hotel 
to hear these contests, and decide 
which of the two delegations in 
each of the two wards shall be on 
the temporary roll.

THOUSANDS OBSERVE 
EASTER IN JERUSALEM 


Services Start at 5 a. m. With 
Picturesque Ceremony at So- 
Called Garden Tomb.

JERUSALEM, March 27 (Sun- 
day). —- Christians of Jerusalem, 
their number augmented by thou- 
sands of pilgrims from abroad, 
commemorated Easter Sunday with 
moving and colorful cefemony.

This ceremony, held at 5 a. m., 
was uttended principally by Angti- 
can communicants. A service from 
the American prayer book was con- 
ducted at §6 a m. by Canon Bridge- 
man, the American Chaplain at- 
tached to St. George's Cathedral. 
and at 8 a. m. there was another 
service in accordance with the En- 
glish prayerbook. 

As in former years the curious 
custom of Americans attending the 
English service and English the 
American service, prevailed. There 
was a choral celebration in con- 
nection with the 8 o'clock service.

Decatur Broker to Whom 
Bonds Were Sold Says 
Sidener Still Retains 
$5000 Paid Him on Ac- 


count. 


An additional $18,000 of the loot 
of the Hannibal bank robbery, 
which caused a recent murder in 
St. Louis, turned up a few days 
ago at Decatur, Ill, it was learned 
yesterday, and St. Louis police ex- 
pect to recover the remainder of 
the loot and identify the robbers, 
who got about $82,000 in cash and 
securities. . 

The $18,000 just recovered was 


in bonds which were left with a 
Decatur investment house by 
Howard Sidener, former Circuit At- 
torney of St. Louis, acting as at- 
torney in settling an Illinois es- 
tate. 

It is learned that on March 15, 
Sidener offered the securities to 
the investment house and said he 
wished the broker to satisfy him- 
self as to the genuiness and value 
of the bonds and suggested that he 
call his Chicago correspondent. The 
dealer called Chicago and was in- 
formed that the bonds appeared to 
be genuine and that their market 
value then was about $12,000. 

Received Draft for $5000. 

The bonds were left with the 
dealer, who gave Sidener a draft 
for $5000, payable to Sidener. He 
was to remit the additional pro- 
ceeds received from the sale of the 
securities. 

The bonds were sent to Chicago 
and a day or two later the Decatur 
dealer was informed they were part 
of the Hannibal toot. The dealer 
tried to stop payment of the draft 
but learned it had been cashed in 
St. Louis, 

The dealer, it is learned, tele- 
phoned Sidener and received the 
latter's assurance that he had no 
knowledge of the securities ex- 
cept that they had been turned over 
to him by a client for disposal. The 
dealer then asked for return of his 
$5000, and after some conversa- 
tion, it is understood Sidener said 
he would return the money. The 
dealer pointed out that he could 
not return the bonds because they 
had been restored to the persons 
from whom they were stolen. 

It was learned from an authori- 
tative source in Decatur that the 
money has not yet been returned to 
the Decatur dealer. 

Refuses to Discuss Matter. 

Sidener declined to be _  thter- 
viewed by a Post-Dispatch reporter 
who called on him at his office 
yesterday afternoon. 

To the reporter's opening re- 
marks and before he had finished 
stating the purpose of his call, 
Sidener said, “J] am not talking.” 
and hurried away, saying he had 
a very important engagement.

TOKIO CONTINUES 


TO RECALL TROOPS. 


League Group, Which In- 
tended to Stay Till Armis- 
tice Was Signed, Leaves 
Shanghai.

SHANGHAI, March 27 (Sunday). 
—Japanese Army authorities have 
tempered their “minimum” armis- 
tice demands, it was learned today, 
reviving hope for a successful ou'- 
come of the truce negotiations 
which have been dragging atong 
here for many days. 

It was understood that the miti- 
tary subcommittee of the group ne- 
gotiating the terms of peace would 
inform the main committee when 
it meets on Monday that Japan no 
longer will insist upon gradual 
withdrawal of its troops from their 
present positions. Instead, Japan 
is willing to evacuate all the out- 
lying districts immediately, except 
the nearby roads into the Intern.- 
tional. Settlement, and the vicinity 
of Kiangwan, where they want io 
maintain a patrol. 

This revision of the Japanese 
terms was reported to have been 
announced at a meeting of the sub- 
committee late last night. 

Martial Spirit in Canton. 

Before this development it ap- 
peared that the peace negotiations 
were very close to a breakdown, 
for the Japanese and Chinese were 
deadlocked over the method of 
troop withdrawals. The Chinese 
wanted the enemy to get out imme- 
diately, but the Japanese were in- 
sisting upon a gradual withdrawal 
over a period of six weeks. 

There was another complication 


yesterday when authorities of the 


Nationalist party at Canton tele- 
graphed the Nanking Government 
urging continued armed resistance 
to “Japanese aggression” anid 
branding the Japanese peace terms 
as “humiliating.” The telegram 
announced that the Canton leaders 
inteygded to circularize the entire 
nation urging a united front against 
the Japanese proposals. 

Meanwhile Japanese troops con- 
tinued on the way out of China by 
transport. Word from Tokio said 
the Emperor had directed with- 
drawal of a considerable part of 
the forces remaining in the Shang- 
hai sector. 

League Group Goes to Nanking. 

The League of Nations Inquiry 
Commission which originally had 
intended to stay here until an 
armistice was signed, left in two 
gsroups yesterday for Nanking. 

Brigadier-General Frank R. Mc- 
Coy, the American member, ac- 
companied the French and German 
representatives to Hangchow, 
whence they will go on to Nan- 
king by automobile and join the 
Others later in the week. 

The Earl of Lytton, British dele- 
gate and chairman of the Commis- 
sion, and Signor Marescotti, Italian 
member, sailed on a river steamer. 
Dr. Wellington Koo, former Chinese 
Foreign Minister, and Mme. Koo 
accompanied the Earl of Lytton’s 
party. 

While some Japanese troops were 
leaving Shanghai, Chinese newspa- 
pers insisted the Japanese military 
continued to land troops and sup- 
Plies on the south bank of the 
Yangtze River near Liuho. They 
said the Japanese were merely 
waiting for an opportunity to re- 
new hostilities. 

Building New Defenses. 

The Japanese were building new 
defense lines in the vicinity of 
Chenju and northward through 
Kiangwan, the newspapers added. 
This already was known as the 
Japanese have been extending their 
lines for several days. 

Japanese soldiers early today 
were digging trenches and building 
barbed-wire barricades in the 
Chenju-Kiangwan area. apparently 
establishing a second line of de- 
fense. The first line now runs 
northward from Nanziang. 

The Japanese also were entrench- 
ing themselves south of the Shang- 
hai-Nanking Railway, in the area 
immediately west of the Interna- 
tlonal Settlement. Their enforce- 
ments inclosed several Japanese 
properties in that locality.

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HOUSE LEADERS SAVED 
FROM ROUT ON TAX 
BILL BY REVOLT HEADS

your oil tax yesterday—where are 
you now? You've got your oil tax 
—why don't you stand up for this 
proposition ?”’ The Oklahomans 
and Texans responded with laugh- 
ter and jeers. 
Crisp Denounces Tariffs. 


Parsons, Illinois Democrat, who 
distinguised himself by a humor- 
ous speech against the sales tax a 
few days ago, proposed a duty on 
fluorspar. When it seemed likely 
to succeed, and when it was appar- 
ent that log-rolling trades were in 
progress among a dozen interested 
blocs, Crisp got on the the floor 
and declared emotionally: 

“This is a sad day for me. I 
love my party, and I am watching 
my party destroy itself. I see Dem- 
ocrats voting for higher tariff rates 
than Republicans ever put on. I 
have tried to be long suffering and 
patient, but patience has ceased to 
be a virtue. I intend to express 
myself freely. It seems. that I am 
impotent here, that a majority of 
the House is not behind me. But 
[ warn you that if you continue to 
burden this bill with tariff rates 
I will vote against it myself, and I 
will tell the country what you are 
doing.”’ 

An ironic episode followed, when 
Hawley of Oregon, one of the 
authors of the Hawley-Smoot tar- 
iff, added his plea to that of Crisp, 
and begged the House not to put 
any more import duties in the Dill, 
“or to divert it from its original 
purpose of restoring prosperity to 
the country.” Derisive laughter 
came from the Democratic _ side, 
and then La Guardia intervened. 

. La Guardia Makes Plea. 

“T appeal to all of you who stood 
together in the fight against the 
sales tax,” he said, ‘‘not to carry 
your insurgency to the point of 
wrecking the bill. All of-us who 
made that fight have been abused 
and vilified by the reactionary 
press. I am enduring plenty of 
that, myself, but the fight on the 
sales tax is won. I venture 
that it will be many a year before 
another sales tax is proposed in 
this House. Our duty now is to 
preserve the remainder of the bill, 
and to find new sources of revenue 
sufficient to balance the budget. I 
ask my friends here to stand by the 
leaders until that task is accom- 
plished.”’ 

The contagious appeal of the fiery 
little New Yorker turned the tide. 
He got a rousing cheer, the fluor- 
spar proposal was voted down, and 
no further amendments of that 
character were offered. 

Action Subject to Revision. 

It must always be borne in mind 
that the House thus far has been 
acting in committee of the whole, 
that all its actions are subject to 
reconsideration when the complet- 
ed bill is submitted to the House 
proper, and that none of the pro- 
visions can become law until they 
are approved by the Senate and the 
President. It is extremely question- 
able whether the Senate will allow 
tariff duties to remain in the bill. 

A subcommittee of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, ap- 
pointed to draw up a program of 
taxes to substitute for the rejected 
sales tax, expects to complete its 
work Monday, and submit the re- 
sult to the House Tuesday. The 
tax bill will not be_before the House 
Monday. 

La Guardia’s Program. 

The only leader who appears to 
have a program and a plan for car- 
rying it out is La Guardia. He is 
lining up support for the following 
proposals: 

An increase.of 1 cent an ounce in 
first-class postage rates, to yield 
$150,000,000 a year. 

A tax of one-fourth of 1 per cent 
on sales of stock, to yield $200,- 
000,000 a year. 

A tax of 5 cents a $100 on sales 
of bonds, to yield $10,000,000 a 
year. 

‘An excise tax on automobiles and 
trucks, to yield $70,000,000. 

A tax on expensive jewelry, to 
yield $20,000,000. 

An excise tax on cosmetics, to 
yield $15,000,000, 

An excise tax on radios, phono- 
Sraphs and accessories, to yield 
$25,000,000. ‘ 

A tax on safe deposit boxes, to

yield $7,000,000. 
He told the writer that this 


program, plus the increases already 
voted in'income and estate taxes 
and the other taxes remaining in 
the revenue bill, would be sufficient 
to balance the budget “without re- 
ducing the salary of a single Govy- 
ernment employe.” 


Most of the industries which 
would be affected by La Guardia’s 
program are lobbying strenuously 
against it. and it is questionable 
whether he will be able to hold to- 
gether the forces which he muvus- 
tered against the sales tax. Among 
the Democrats, in particular, there 
is a tendency to feel that the bud- 
get should be balanced by an issue 
of securities, to be redeemed when 
times are better. 

The attitude of most industries 
toward any tax program was sum- 
marized by one member in the 
following couplet which he put into 
the record: 


“Congress, Congress; don't tax me: 
Tax that fellow behind the tree.” 

After adjournment, Crisp said: 
“We brought out this bill as a non- 
partisan measure. If the Repub- 
licans can’t co-operate and help to 
pass a revenue bill to eliminate the 


Republican deficit, then i’m 
through.”’ 
Under the Crisp amendment 


adopted, the four-cent tax on each 
gallon of domestic lubricating oil 
is expected to yield 25,000,000; 
the levy on malt. wort and grape 
concentrates, $50,000,000; imported 
petroleum, $5,000,000, and coal and 
coke, $3,000,000. The Treasury és- 
timate of $5,000,000 on imported 
oil is disputed by proponents of the 
levy, who contend it will yield from 
$40,000,000 to $60,000,000. 


Shouse Mourns Sales Tax. 


The disappointment felt by Ber- 
nard Baruch, John J. Raskob and 
other large contributors to Demo- 
cratic campaign funds over the re- 
jection of the sales tax, was voiced 
tonight in aé nation-wide radio 
broadcast by Jouett Shouse, execu- 
tive secretary of the Democratic 
committee and a party lieutenant 
under Chairman Raskob. 


Shouse not only deplored the de- 
feat of the proposal, but also ques- 
tioned the wisdom of the House 
in increasing the surtaxes on large 
incomes and increasing the estate 
taxes On great fortunes. He doubt- 
ed whether they would produce 
much additional revenue, and he 
repeated former Secretary Mellon’s 
familiar warning that they would 
cause wealth to take refuge in tax- 
exempt securities. He did not ex- 
plain what would become of the 
wealth of those who sold the tax- 
exempt securities. 


Although Shouse said the déficit 
was “a Hoover deficit’, he insisted 
that the Democrats must balance 
the budget to preserve the coun- 
try’s credit, and expressed the hope 
that if other sources of possible 
revenue were explored and found 
inadequate, the House would return 
to the sales tax. . 


It has been known for days that 
Raskob and Baruch, largest two 
contributors of Democratic funds, 
were instrumental in inducing 
Democratic leaders to propose a 
salc3 tax. Since both are extreme- 
ly wealthy, their fortunes would be 
substantially affected by the  in- 
creased income and estate taxes. 


$18,000 OF HANNIBAL 
BANK LOOT RECOVERED 
IN SALE TO BROKER

was subsequently learned that at 
least a third of the securities were 
stolen. The brokers demanded 
that Epstein reimburse them. Ep- 
stein went to Cooperman, to whom 
he had turned over the money, 
and made the same demand, po- 
lice think. The shooting result- 
ed from Cooperman’s refusal to 
return the money, police said they 
believed. 

Epstein is at liberty on bond un- 
der a second-degree murder indict- 
ment.

Bank of Hannibal and fled in an 
automobile with $42,587 in cash, 
and negotiable securitics of a total 
value of approximately $40,000. 

The men entered the bank and 
commanded employes and one cus- 
tomer to lie down. One of the rob- 
bers went to the office of Presi- 
dent John P. Holme on a balcony 
and forced him to lie on the floor. 
Taking the cash and _ securities. 
they ran to an automobile in 
which, presumably, a sixth man 
was waiting. 


HACKMANN IN AUDITOR RACE, 


Retired From Missouri Office in 

1925 After Serving Two Terms.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 26.— 
George E. Hackmann, who served 
two terms as State Auditor, retir- 
ing from office in January, 1925, 
tonight announced himself as a 
candidate for the Republican nomi- 
nation for that office in the August 
primary election. Hackmann, only 
Republican elected to State office 
in 1916, and who in 1920 received 
the largest majority ever given any 
candidate for State office up to 
that time, said he had received 
hundreds of letters and other com- 
munications urging him to make 
the race. State Treasurer Larry 
Brunk and Henry A. Perriguey, 
State Oil Inspector, also are can- 
didates for the Republican nomi- 
nation for Auditor. 

“Perhaps at no time in many 
decades has the necessity for gov- 
ernmeéntal economy been more 
keenly felt than at present,’ Hack- 
mann said. “Budgets must be bal- 
anced. Economies and retrénch- 
ments must be effected. Loop- 
holes must be closed and extrava- 
gances ended. The office of State 
Auditor offers its incumbent a real 
opportunity for worthwhile public 
service along these lines.” 
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HORACE PLUNKETT 
CELEBRATED IRISH 
FADER, 77 DIES 


Built Up Agricultural Co- 
Operatives and Was Ac- 
tive in Self-Government 
Movement.

WEYBRIDGE, SURREY, En- 
gland, March 26.—Sir Horace 


Plunkett, Irish leader, who pro- 
moted co-operative farming in his 
country and figured in efforts to 
settle the political differences be- 
tween Ireland and Great Britain, 
died here today at the age of 77 
years. 


His death was without political 
significance in the present Irish sit- 
uation. He had long been out of 
active politics, having retired from 
the Irish Free State Senate in 1923, 
after Irish irregulars set fire to his 
mansion, Kilteragh, in County Dub- 
lin. Thereafter he made his home 
in England. 

Service During World War. 
Sir Horace’s important work was 
as an Irish leader up to and through 
the days of the World War. At 
one time he was chairman of the 
Irish convention which was called 
into being in 1917, to attempt to 
reach a final settlement of the Irish 
political question. He almost 
achieved success in this convention, 
but when he became convinced that 
the maintenance of a union between 
Ireland and Great Britain had be- 
come impossible he was one of the 
first advocates of dominion home 
rule. 
At the age of 75 Sir Horace took 
flying lessons, declaring he felt 
safer in the air than in a London 
taxicab. 
Sir Horace founded the Irish Ag- 
ricultural Organization Society in 
1894. He endowed a trust for the 
promotion of agricultural develop- 
ment and from 1899 to 1907 was 
vice president of the Department of 
Agricultural and Technical Instruc- 
tion for Ireland. 
He was knighted by King Ed- 
ward in 1903. 
He wrote a number of books, in- 
cluding “An Appeal to Ulster Not 
to Desert Ireland” and “The Rural 
Life Problem in the United States.” 

Rancher in U. 8S, 

He was widely known in the 
United States, where he went in 
1879 at the age of 25 and was a 
cattle rancher for several years. He 
frequently visited America in later 
years and was a close friend of 
Theodore Roosevelt. 
He was born Oct. 24, 1854, and

SEA GIVES UP PICKLED HERRING 


1500 Barrels Washed Ashore 
Long Beach.

LONG BEACH, N. Y., March 26. 
—Riding high waves, nearly 1500 
barrels of pickled herring were 
hurled onto the beach here this 
afternoon, mystifying seamen and 
causing an excited scramble for 
the free provender. Within an 
hour hundreds of men, women and 
children were milling about, tug- 
ging at the barrals and loading 
them into cars, trucks and wagons 
to be carted away. 

Officials began an inquiry to de- 
termine the source of ‘the salvage. 
The Coast Guard said it had no 
word of a wreck but sent out radio 
queries at once. The barrels were 
each labeled “Pickled herring, 285 
lbs., E. Phillips.” Below the name 
was a small sign or trademark, 
illegible, ending in “Sen,” like a 
Norwegian name. The barrels were 
sealed watertight. Officials said 
they were worth about $40 cach.

Ex-Governor of Mississippi One 
of Those to Testify in 
Mrs. Hansel’s Action. 


Deposition taken in Mississippi 
by attorneys for the $4,000,000 es- 
tate of Nathan Frank, in opposi- 
tion of a claim for $44,000 brought 
against the estate by Mrs. Esther 
Ann Hansel, 4525 Lindell boule- 
vard, were filed yesterday in Pro- 
bate Court. ° 

The witnesses were Earl Brewer 
of Clarksdale, former Governor of 
Mississippi, Claude Lyle of Merid- 
ian, Mrs. Hansel's former  hus- 
band, and Lyle’s sister, Mrs. Leta 
Bell. 

Mrs. Hanse!, first of four women 
to seek a share in the estate of the 
former Congressman and capitalist, 
bases her claim on the assertion 
that when Frank died a year ago 
he had $39,000 of her money which 
she had given him to invest, and 
that he ‘had promised to pay her 
$5000 for assistance in completing 


a rea! estate deal. 


. Brewer, questioned by Victor 


| Packman of counsel for the Frank 


estate, said he met Frank througn 
Mrs. Hansel about 1922 He re- 
called that Frank had discussed 
with Mrs. Hansel and him her ef- 


'forts to make good in business. 


“She acknowledged,” Brewer | 
said, “that she was greatly indebt- 


| ed to Mr. Frank for assistance. Mr. 


Frank said he was giad to have 
helped her. She thought he was a 
grand man and he thought she was 
a fine woman—above reproach.” 

Brewer told of beinz present 
when Frank discussed with Mrs. 
Hansel and a fourth person an 
agreement which is said to have 
provided that Frank would 
Mrs. Hansel’s partner in the pur- 
chase of some oil lands. 

“I remember the other man told 
Mr. Frank,” Brewer said, “that 
Mrs. Hansel had put up some dia- 
monds to secure a $5000 payment 
on the lands, but the diamonds 
were not worth that amount.” 
Brewer said he had never heard 
Frank mention that he had $39,- 
000 or any similar sum to invest 
for Mrs. Hansel. 

Lyle was asked how much money 
if any he gave his wife when they 
were divorced in 1924. He said it 
was nothing like $30,900. He said 
he had heard that she had some 
money invested in an oil field near 


Tulsa, but that he had no interest 


in the investment. 

After Frank's death. Lyle testi- 
fied, his former wife told him she 
had received a check for $34,000, 
representing a one-third interest in 
an oil lease. At the same time. He 
said. she told him of her claim 
against Frank's estate. 

Mrs. Bell testified she had no 
knowledge of her brother giving 
any money to his wife when they 
were divorced. She said she nev- 
er knew him to have any large 
amount of money.

28, Found Shot to Death 
South of Jefferson Bar- 


racks. 


The body of Dr. Daniel W. Lip- 
pincott, 28 years old, an interne at 
Robert Koch Hospital, shot through 
the heart, was found in Cliff Cave, 


south of Jefferson Barracks, a 
little before noon yesterday. A pis- 
tol and a flashlight lay nearby. 

Prof. Isaac Lippincott, professor 
of economics at Washington Uni- 
versity, identified the body as that 
of his son. He said the only reason 
he could give for his son’s act was 
overwork. Search of the interne’s 
room at the hospital revealed his 
wallet, watch and jewelry in a 
dresser drawer, but no communica- 
tion to his parents or others, Prof. 
Lippincott stated. 

Dr. Lippincott left the hospital 
Friday morning after telling an as- 
sociate that he did not fee] -well. 
The body was found several hun- 
dred feet within the cave. The 
clothing was powder-burned. 

The pockets were empty except 
for a fountain pen, a woman's 
powder compact, lip stick and two 
women’s gloves of different sizes, 
whose presence members of the 
family were unable to explain. 

Graduated from Washington Uni- 
versity School of Medicine last 
year, Dr. Lippincott had served as 
interne at several city institutions, 
including City Hospital. He had 
been on duty at Koch Hospita! 
about a month. He was consider- 
ing offers to join the resident staffs 
of Barnes Hospital, and a private 
hospital in Chicago, and had dis- 
cussed the merits of the offers ona 
visit with his family last Thursday. 

Dr. Lippincott attended Smith 
Academy and Soldan High School 
before entering Washington Univer- 
sity. He played on the Soldan 
baseball team, and was a member 
of the track team while ats Smith 
Academy. 

In addition to his parents, Dr. 
Lippincott is survived by a brother, 
John. Funeral services will be held 
from the Lippincott residence, 5344 
Cabanne place, at 2 p. m.

~ KNOXVILLE, Tenn., March 26. 


—An appeal to faculty members 
and student bodies over the nation 


for support in their fight to get into 
the Kentucky coal fields for ‘‘so- 
ciological research” was spread 
here today by leaders of two groups 
of college students who were eject- 
ed from the mine area last night 
and today. 

At the same time, the steering 
committees of the two groups, 
which merged here, prepared a 
telegraphic appeal to Gov. Laffoon 
of Kentucky to grant them safe 
passage to Frankfort by some route 
other than through the coal fields, 
and to give them an appointment 
there. 

Both groups charged they were 
handled roughly and bundled out 
of the State without legal process 
by Kentucky officers headed by 
County Attorney W. B. Smith of 
Bell County. 

Delegation to Washington. 

Whether they go to Frankfort or 
not, said Rob F. Hall, Columbia 
student, who led the first group to 
Middlesboro, Ky., and back here 
last night, the parties plan to go 
to Washington and ask for a con- 
gressional investigation of “lynch 
law” in Bell and Harlan Counties.. 
They also intend to seek some ac- 
tion from the British Embassy in 
the case of Gabriel Carritt, a Co- 
lumbia scholarship student from 
Oxford and an English citizen, who, 
they said, was struck by a Bell 
County deputy last night. 

The second group, which came 
to Knoxville today after being 
turned back in an attempt to go 
into the coal fields by a little-fre- 
quented route through Fonde, a 
few miles from Middlesboro, told 
stories of rough treatment for both 
men and women members of the 
group. 

Joseph M. Leboit, New York 
high school teacher, who led the 
party, told of being jerked off the 
bus into a gravel pit on his face 
and being kicked as he lay on the 
ground. 

Says Officer Used Pistol. 

Joseph Lash, Columbia graduate 
student, told of threats of lynching 
by bystanders who crowded the 
s‘reets as they were paraded 
through Middlesboro under guard. 
Lash said that when a member of 
the party named Moses insisted on 
getting out of the bus and remain- 
ing where he was in Claiborne 
County, Tennessee, a Kentuckian, 
who safd he was an officer, thrust

The “border patrol,” led by 
County Attorney Walter B. Smith 
of Bell County, had been “tipped” 
by friendly Tennessee officers, 
however, and raced to Fonde in 
light cars before the bus reached 
there. Nearly 190 automobiles 
carrying Bell County spectators 
trailed the officers. 

Smith did not ask members of 
today’s group to make $1000 peace 
bonds as he had done with last 
night’s group, but simply told 
them, “We know you can not fur- 
nish bonds, so’ you just leave the 
State." He questioned some of 
them as to any Communistic an- 
tecedents, but got few replies. sald 
he had to protect life and prop- 
erty in Bell County, and added:

Slight Upturn Seen in Smaller De- 
sete a for February Than 
For January.

The members at large select- 
ed personally by Secretary Hyde 
without the formality of nomina- 
tion are: Seth Gordon, Washington, 
president of the American Game 
Association; Dr. T. Gilbert Pearson, 
New York, president of the Na- 
tional Association of Audubon So- 
cieties; H. L. Stoddard, Thomas- 
ville, Ga., naturalist; Joseph P. 
Knapp. New York, sportsman and 
business man, and Earl C. Smith, 
Chicago, representative of agricul- 
tural interests. 

Secretary Hyde on Jan. 13 an- 
nounced that he planned to re- 
organize the old advisory board of 
19 members.

MADISON, N. J.,. March 26.— 


Col. William Aiken Starrett, who 
had charge of all army construc- 
tion for war purposes in the Uni- 
ted States during the war, died 
at his home last night. He was 55 
years old. H~ had been ill of paral- 
ysis for several months. 

Starrett’s company built many of 
the largest skyscrapers, including 
the Empire State Building, the 
world’s tallest structure. 

He became ill after several 
months of active work as a mem- 
ber of President Hoover's Organi- 
zation for. Unemployment Relief 
and as a territorial director of 
Harvey D. Gibson’s New York 
Emergency Committee. 

He was recently elected president 
of the Associated General Contrac- 
tors of America. 

Starrett’s four brothers became 
builders and architects and his two 
sisters married builders. His older 
and only surviving brother, Paul, 
is chairman of the board of the 
Starrett Corporation, and president 
of Starrett Bros. & Eken, Inc., 
builders of the Empire State and 
numerous other large buildings. 
The Starrett name is associated 
with possibly 200 important build- 
ings. Starrett introduced in Japan 
Steel construction especially de- 
signed to resist earthquakes. 

Starrett was born June 14, 1877, 
in Lawrence, Kan., the son of Wil- 
liam Aiken Starrett, Presbyterian 
minister, and Helen Ekin Starrett, 
educator and writer, who founded 
the Starrett School for Girls in Chi- 
cago. 

Starrett went to preparatory 
school in Chicago and attended the 
University of Michigan two years. 
The university last June made him 
a doctor of engineering. 

In 1916 he enrolled at Platts- 
burg and was commissioned an of- 
ficer in the Corps of Engineers, 
United States Army Reserve. In 
the World War as a Major of en- 
gineers he took over the post of 
chairman of the Construction Com- 


mittee of the War Industries Board. 
He completed his work with the 
rank of Colonel. 


Starrett was widely known as a/ 


writer and speaker. He wrote a 

book, “Skyscrapers,” and contrib- 

uted articles to magazines.

ANTHIAPANESE GROUP 
FIGHTS CAPITAL POLICE 


Girl Leader, Several Followers 
and Patrolman Hurt in 
Washington Disorder. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 26.—Led 
by a red-headed girl, a group of 
persons gave police a vigorous 
fight for a few minutes today in 
front of the Japanese Embassy. 
Several of the demonstrators were 
bleeding after the melee and one 
patrolman, H. L. Morton went to a 
hospital where surgeons stitched a 
cut over his eye. The group's girl 
leader, who gave her name as Joan 
Hardy, Baltimore, was on the pave- 
ment unconscious as the fight 
ended. 

She revived quickly and _  de- 
nounced “the brutal police and the 
Japanese imperialists.’’ Twenty of 
her comrades were arrested, among 
thefn four girls. They - were 
charged with parading without a 
permit and disorderly conduct. 

Attaches of the Japanese Em.- 
bassy watched the fighting from 
windows of offices and from the 
Chancery roof. Banners. carried 
by the group said “Down with 
Japanese Imperialism” and “Ex- 
pel the Japanese.” 

Refused permission to parade 
past the Embassy, the group, most 
of whom gave their addresses as 
Baltimore or Philadelphia, in- 
formed police they intended to 
demonstrate anyhow. 

There were more officers than 
demonstrators about 1 o'clock as 
the paraders in little groups of 
two or three filed quietly past the 
Embassy to a point two or three 
blocks down Massachusetts avenue 
: on the west. Then they unrolled 
‘ their banners and came back, 
headed by Joan Hardy and a girl 
who gave her name as Dorothy 
Dare of Baltimore. 

Both girls brushed past the uni- 
formed men who tried to stop them 
as they neared the Embassy. After 
police seized the banners they car- 
ried, the Hardy girl began to use 
fists, feet, teeth and finger nails. 

Bernard Ades, Baltimore attor- 
ney, was ejected from the police 
station where those arrested in the 
demonstration were taken. Ades, 
who has taken an active part in | 
the defense of Earl Lee, Negro, 
sentenced to be hanged for murder 
in Maryland, was beaten by a mob 
at Snowhill, Md., in November.

Chief of Police Chay Williams said 
certain physical marks of the body 
are identical with police descrip- 
tions of Tallman, accused of beat-| 
ing Mrs. Patty to death and sus-| 
pending her body from pegs in a 
clothes closet. He was arrested 
aboard a San Francisco-bound ship 
following the slaying and vanished 
at sea.

Apartment in May Au- 
thorized by Court. 


Sale of the Fairgrounds Hotel 
and Park Manor apartment buiid- 
ing at foreclosure for the venefit 
of holders of defaulted first mort- 
gage bonds was ordered yesterday 
by Circuit Judge Nortoni. Both 
properties have been in receiver- 
ship for nearly a year. 

The sales are to be conducted 
on the east steps of the Civil 
Courthouse, the apartment build- 
ing on May 3 and the hotel May 4. 
Both properties were financed by 
Straus Bros. Investment Co. of 
Chicago. The Mark Twain Hotel, 


financed by the same company 
through the sale of mortgage oonds 
to the public, is to be sold at tore- 
closure May 2. 

Peter Anderson was appointed 
special commissioner in charge of 
sale of the Fairgrounds, and Clar- 
ence M. Barksdale commissioner 
for the sale of the Park Manor. 

Hotel Opened in 1927. 

The hotel, an eight-story struc- 
ture at Spring and Natural Bridge 
avenues, was completed in 1927 at 
an announced cost of $1,200,000. 
The first mortgage bond issue was 
for $600,000 of which $585,009 is 
outstanding. Interest has not heen 
paid on the bonds for nearly two 
years. 3 

The property -was placed in re- 
eeivership by Joseph Berger, sec- 
retary of the New Era Shirt Co., 
who alieged that it had been built 
by the Sylvester Lewis Realty Co., 
and that the Straus company 
owued all the stock of the realty 
company. The property was then 
in charge of trustees, officers of 
the Straus company, and he asked 
that a disinterested receiver be ap- 
pointed. 

Same Receiver for Both Places. 

The court named Thomas F. Mc- 
Donald, attorney, receiver for both 
the hotel and the Park Manor 
Apartment. He is to continue in 
charge, under the terms of yester- 
day's order, until transfer of the 
properties is completed. 

The Park Manor, originally the 
Huntington Apartments, is a six- 
story building at 5560 ## Pershing 
avenue, operated as an apartment 
hotel. There were orginally 90 
apartments, but these were later 
divided to make a greater number 
of smaller apartments. 

The building was completed in 
1923 and a $400,000 bond issue was 
sola to the public. It was said 
‘to have cost $650,000. 


CONTEMPT CITATION AGAINST 
WOMAN WHO SUED IN ST, LOUIS 


Mrs. Meek, Who Won $25,000 Ver- 
dict for Husband's Death, Or- 
dered Before Indiana Court.

FRANKFORT, Ind., March 26.— 
Mrs. Lena M. Meek of Frankfort, 


who recently carried a damage suit 
to the St. Louis Circuit Court, de- 
spite an injunction issued here for- 
bidding her to prosecute the case 
outside of Indiana, was ordered to- 
day to appear in court April 4 to 
show cause why she should not be 
punished for contempt of court. 

After an unsuccessful suit in 
Clinton Circuit Court seeking $65,- 
000 damages from the Nickel Plate 
Railroad for the death of her hus- 
band, a brakeman, who was killled 
at Marion in January, 1930, Judge 
Brenton A. Devol issued an injunc- 
tion to prevent her from prosecut- 
ing the case in other than an Indi- 
ana court. 

Despite the injunction, Mrs. Meek 
took the case to St. Louis and re- 
cently gained a judgment for $25,- 
000 against the railroad.

The company was organized in 
1921 with $3,000,000 authorized 
capital, consisting of 15,000 shares 
each of common and preferred 
stock. The suit relates that $1,- 
500,000 in bonds, due in 10 years 
and bearing 8 per cent interest, 
were issued Oct. 1, 1921. 

A mortgage on the company’s 
mining and mineral rights in sev- 
eral Alabama counties secured the 
bonds, it was stated. In 1923 the 
company proposed to change its 
name to the St. Louis & Alabama 
Coal & Iron Co. and double the 
number of shares of each stock, 
removing par value from the com- 
mon, the suit says, adding that this 
plan was not carried out but that 
a separate company of similar 
name was formed, to which was 
conveyed 20,000 of the concern’s 
25,000 acres of land in Alabama, 
This land had been bought from 
D. E. Mitchell, a former director, 
in’ 1921, for 14,999 shares of stock, 
the petition asserts. 

Since 1925, when Calkins became 
president and Scullin a director, of- 
ficers have refused to call direc- 
tors’ meetings, give the stockhold- 
ers financial statements or per- 
mit examination of the books, the 
petition alleges. It asserts that the 
company has defaulted on interest 
and principal of the bonds and is 
insolvent, but could pay its debts 
almost dollar for dollar if the as- 
sets were sold. It is alleged also 
that the present directors issued 
to themselves without consideration 
$100,000 worth of the bonds and. 
3000 shares of the stock. 

Informed of the suit, Calkins 
said the company ought to be 
wound up. He described it as a 
holding company for coa! and iron 
mining land, controlled by Robert 
W. Hunt & Co., a Chicago en- 
gineering firm. Calkins said the 
company, incorporated in Dela- 
ware, had forfeited its charter sev- 
eral years ago and had been qui- 
escent. He denied that a separate 
company had been formed, land 
conveyed away or financial state- 
ments or examination of the 
books refused.

“There are several obvious con- 
ditions in the cement industry 
which, though they may not be 
the primary cause of its imperfect 
price competition, yet are clearly 
contributing factors tkereto,’’ the

“One of these conditions, there- 
fore, may be found in the effec- 
tive use the industry makes of lead- 
ership, All cement mills, as re- 
gards pricemaking, fall into two 
classes: Those that assume price 
leadership and those that do not. 

“Several of the companies dis- 
_ posed to price independence have 
been eliminated by acquisition, 
either by the highway of. ‘benevo- 
lent assimilation,’ or over the rough 
road of bankruptcy. Several in- 
stances of this character have come 
to the attention of the Commis- 
sion.”’

Pierce-Arrow Engine 
Runs 315 Hours With 
Throttle Wide Open 


Record Said to Be Far Ahead 
of Any Previously Made 
Under Same Conditions. | 


With throttle wide open day and 
night, a Pierce-Arrow eight-cylin- 
der engine just completed its 315th 
consecutive hour of a block tesf 
staged by Pierce-Arrow experimen- 
tal engineers to determine the lim- 
it of endurance and rate of wear 
of their present production. en- 
zines, 

“To the best of our knowledge,” 
said Karl M. Wise, director of en- 
gineering, “no automobile engine 
heretofore has even approached 
this remarkable record under the 
same conditions. Fifty hours of 
maximum power, output on the 
block without a breakdown of any 
kind is considered good, and 100 
hours is unusual. In 10. similar 
tests conducted by Pierce-Arrow in 
the last three years, 155 hours was 
the best records by any engine, 

“Running under full load at a 
rate of 3500 revolutions per minute, 
or the equivalent of 724% miles per 
hour, the engine used in the last 
test would have amassed the total 
of 23,000 miles in a few hours less 
than two weéks, had its power been 
utilized in a car on the .road. 

“To demonstrate this stamina in 
terms of open-road driving is prac- 
tically infpossible. | d dAvine 
has numerous breathing spells or 
periods when the engine is relieved 
of its load. On the block the en- 
gine is under full load continuous- 
ly with the throttle open to the 
last notch and the manifold glow- 
ing at white heat howtr after hour 
with no: relief other than a few 
minutes respite while the oil is be- 
ing changed at intervals of 15 
hours, 

“Before rigging the engine on 
the block, all clearance measure- 
ments were carefully made and re- 
corded. That these measurements 
might be checked, was the reason 
for concluding the run at the 315th 
hour, which was the 21st scheduled 
oil change interval, 

“Just before the test was con- 
cluded, a complete power run was 
made, which showed that the en- 
gine sti:l was developing its full 
rated horsepower. This is consid- 
ered most remarkable in light of 
the abuse to which the engine has 
been subjected. 

“Although there is no reliable 
means of estimating how much 
longer the engine might have con- 
tinued ‘to stand this terrific pace, 
there was no perceptible indication 
of its weakening at the time it was 
decided to conclude the test.”

[Man Uses More 
Energy in Mile Walk 
Than 400-Mile Drive 


The average person uses up 
more physical energy: in walking 
a mile than in driving 400 miles, 
according to tests conducted by the 
engineering department of Olds- 
mobile. These tests also -showed

week close to the bottom step on 


that comparatively short flight of 
sairs on which it has been impa- 
tiently loitering for 16 weeks. 

Renewed uncertainty over Fed- 
eral taxation brought the share 
price average down a couple of 
steps at the end of the week to 
within one point of the bear market 
low registered on Feb. 10. 

Chart readers may now find that 
the market has made a quadruple 
bottom. The price index of 90 
shares was checked in its December 
decline at 61.3, in January at 60, 
in February at 59.5 and this week 
it came down from the March 56 
peak of 71.3 to 60.5. 

If the market should finally 
break decisively through the lower 
resistance level of-the past 16 
weeks, many market. theorists 
would conclude that the bear mar- 
ket is not yet over. At any rate, 
these theorists now hold that a 
thorough testing of the resistance 
level is in order. Others, however. 
believe these theories are now of 
little value, in view of the extreme 
deflation of security values. And 
the light volume of  liquidatidn 
which has appeared on declines. 
Adherence of the market to a com- 
paratively narrow trading area for 
a considerable period of time would 
be characteristic of the botom of 
a major market cycle. 

Relapse in Rail Shares. 

A relapse in the railroad shares, 
several of which penetrated new 
lows for the bear cycle, dashed 
hopes that the February earnings 
statements, reflecting the savings 
of the 10 per cent wage reduction, 
might improve the market for these 
issues. Despite the improvement 
in February earnings, several car- 
riers again failed to earn fixed 
charges, and while the roads asysa 
whole may lean less heavily upon 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpor. 
ation than estimates of a few weeks 
ugo indicated, it is apparent that 
what they need most is an increase 
in traffic volume. 

The week’s business indicators 
failed to show any appreciable 
change in general activity. Hopes 
of a belated spring revival now 
hinge largely on aggresive automo- 
bile sales campaigns planned for 
April. 

Securities markets generally were 
extremely stagnant until cevelop- 
ments over the Good Friday holi- 
day, causing fresh uncertainty over 
Federal taxation, brought a flurry 
of selling in the week's final ses- 
sion, The stock market's net loss 
for the week was only 2.7 points in 
the index of 90 shares. Selling 
also spread to bonds. The index of 
60 corporate issues declined 1.5 
points to 74.2 

Downturn at Week-End. 

Stocks emerged from their recent 


larger turnover. 

Brokers attributed selling to un- 
certainties over national taxation, 
pointing out that the sales tax de- 
feat had come after Thursday's 
close and that the market had not 
had opportunity to show its reac- 
tion toward further delay in bal- 
ancing the budget. 

Kreuger securities were unset- 
tled by an examining commission 
recommendation for a Kreuger & 
Toll moratorium. This may have 
contributed to the general uneusi- 
ness. American bankers for the 
company expressed surprise at the 
recommendation. 

Being in pessimistic mood, the 
market disregarded statistics point- 
ing to further banking improve- 
ment, preferring instead to make 
bearish capital out of the difficul- 
ties faced by Congress in providing 
new revenues. Wall street had not 
unanimously favored the sales tax 
nor fully expected its passage. 

Stocks were heacvy from the 
opening. A little recovery came in 
the final hour as shorts took prof- 
its, but late transactions witnessed 
another relapse and closing prices 
were near or at the bottom. 

United States Steel, which had 
been meeting strong support above 
40, dropped to 39%. It closed at 
t0%4, oY %. American Telephone 
was plentifully supplied, reacting 
to 111%. North American, Proc- 
ter & Gamble and Western Union 
lost a couple of points. In the rail 
division, Santa Fe, Pennsylvania 
and Southern Pacific established 
new minimums, while New Haven 
preferred dropped 10 points to 40. 
Reading, traded for thefir st time 
since the dividend reduction, was 
down 4%. Sales totaled 1,057,700 
shares.

Every nation is 
expected to produce all articles or 
commodities it needs, that may be 
humanly possible, regardless of 
costs. Each nation would sell, but 
none would buy, and each would 
feverishly get ready for the next 
war by thus making itself com- 
pletely self-contained. 

“High wages and high living 
standards to labor in each of the 
95 countries of the world, under 
this theory have become a mere 
matter of legislative enactment. 
Under the effects of this plan of 
high protection and other trade 
barriers, it would be a close ques- 
tion as to whether agriculture or 
industry would grow rich more 
rapidly. Each nation would 
either pay its debts in gold instead 
of goods, or secure their cancella- 
tion. Each country also would 
practically consume what is pro- 
duced. 


No Use for Idle Gold. 

“Since most countries, 
their productive capacities thus 
highly stimulated artificially, pro- 
ceeded, during past years, to pro- 
duce in numerous lines more than 
each could consume at home, each 
has undertaken to utilize boun- 
ties, rebates, drawbacks, subven- 
tions and almost every other kind 
of device to force exports of sur- 
pluses on other countries. Each 
country, thus glutted with  sur- 
pluses, is also practicing the most 
Jbnoxious phases of paternalism 
by Government devices for  pur- 
poses of valorization, pooling, peg- 
ging prices, restricting output, and 
similar methods, all of which thus 
far have broken down and react- 
ed aisastrously upon the pro- 
ducer. 

“The Federal administration 
lightly ignores a long list of vital 
facts fixing the place of the Unit- 
ed States in the world economic 
situation. Im the first place, we 
are the greatest creditor and sur- 
plus-producing nation on the plan- 
et. We have $28,000,000,000 
loaned abroad, but the adminis- 
tration supporters would say that 
this does not suggest any interna- 
tional co-ordination, collaboration 
or co-operation. We have a vast 
amount of idle gold, but the ad- 
ministration seems to imagine 
that one or two countries may 
gobble up most of the gold of the 
world, store it in a cellar, and be 
under no obligations to co-operate 
in the world administration of the 
gold standard, or in stabilizing 
monetary conditions. The world 
market fixes the price of our en- 
tire domestic output of cotton, 
hog products, wheat and many 
other commodities on an export- 
ing basis, and these commodities 
are sufficiently numerous in turn 
to fix measurably the entire whole- 
sale commodity price level here at 
home, and yet the blind isolation- 
ist is unable to detect any inter- 
dependence of this and other na- 
tions economically. 

International Trade Choked. 

“The patent fact that from the 
standpoint of our own enlightened 
self-interest there must be some 
conference r-d co-operation to re- 
store international exchange, cred- 
it and trade, which, under the ef- 
fects.of every sort of artificial and 
arbitrary barrier, are in a state of 
virtual collapse, is complacently 
ignored by the Hoover Administra- 
tion.

Justice Brandeis Discusses 
Economic Plight of the Nation 


“Emergency More Serious Than War,” Supreme Court Mem- 
ber Declares in Reviewing Oklahoma Utility Law, “and Peo- 
ple Should Have Power to Remould Economic Usages.” 


(From the Washington Bureau of the Post- 
Dispatch. ) 
WASHINGTON, March 26. 

N a remarkable dissenting opinion in the 

United States Supreme Court this week, 

Justice Brandeis, declaring that the “‘peo- 
ple of the-United States are now confronted 
with an emergency more serious than war,” 
argued forcefully for the right of the States, 
within broad limitations, to make legal ex- 
periments to meet changing social and eco- 
nomic needs. 

He was joined in his dissent by Justice 
Stone. Justice Cardozo did not participate 
in the case at issue. 


The case turned on the validity of an Ok- : 


lahoma statute which asserts that the manu- 
facture and sale of ice is a public business, 
subject to restriction by a State commission. 
Under this law, Ernest A. Liebmann, with- 
out getting the required license, sought to 
enter the ice business at Oklahoma City. The 
already established New State Ice Co. 
brought suit to enjoin Liebmann from so do- 
ing. Liebmann contended that the manufac- 
ture of ice was a private Dusiness, in which 


he had a right to engage under the due pro- 


cess clause of the Constitution. He contend- 


ed that the State’s effort to make this right 
dependent upon a finding of public necessity 
was a violation of the fourteenth amendment. 


Limitations on State Power. 

The District Court sustained this conten- 
tion, and its judgment was affirmed by the 
Circuit Court of Appeals. The case went to 
the Supreme Court on appeal by the New 
State Ice Co. The majority of the court, 
with Justice Sutherland as spokesman, 
upheld the theory of the lower courts that the 
Oklaboma statute was an unwarranted inter- 
ference with a private right guaranteed by 
he Constitution. ‘‘The principle is embedded 
in our constitutional system,’’ said the ma- 
jority opinion, ‘“‘that there are certain essen- 
tials of liberty with which the state is not 
entitled to dispense in the interest of ex- 
periments.”’ 

Justice Brandeis’ vigorous repudiation of | 
the majority finding recalls the famous dis- 
sent in which former Justice Holmes depre-| 
cated “the use of the fourteenth amendment 
beyond the absolute compulsion of its words 
to prevent the making of social experiments 
that an important part of the community de- 
sires, in the insulated chambers afforded by 
the severai States.’’ 

Justice Brandeis in the concluding portion 
of his remarks on the Oklahoma case said: 

“The people of the United States are now 
confronted with an emergency more serious 
than war. Misery is widespread, in a time, 
not of scarcity, but of over-abundance. The 
long-continued depression has brought unpre- 
cedented unemployment, a catastrophic fall 
it: commodity prices and a volume of econom- 
ic losses which threatens our financial insti- 
tutions. Some people believe that the exist- 
ing conditions threaten even the stability of 
the capitalistic system. 


Unbridled Competition Wrong. 


“Economists are searching for the causes 
of this disorder and are re-examining the 
bases of our industrial structure. Business 
men are seeking possible remedies. Most of 
them realize that failure to distribute widely 
the profits of industry has been a prime cause 
But rightly or wrong- 
ly, many persons think that one of the major 
causes has been unbridled competition. 

‘Increasingly, doubt is expressed whether it 
is economically wise, or morally right, that 
men should be permitted to add to the pro- 
ducing facilities of an industry which is al- 
ready suffering from over-capacity. In justi- 
fication of that doubt, men point to the ex- 
cess capacity of our productive facilities re- 
sulting from their vast over-expansion with- 
out corresponding increase in the consumptive 
capacity of the people. They assert that 
through improved methods of manufacture, 
made possible by advances in science and in- 
vention and vast accumulation of capital, our 
industries had become capable of producing 
from 30 to 100 per cent more than was con- 
sumed even in days of vaunted prosperity; 
and that the present capacity will, for a long 
time, exceed the needs of business. 


Economic Control Urged. 

“All agree that irregularity in employment 
—the greatest of our evils—cannot be over- 
come unless production and consumption are

more nearly balanced. Many insist there must 
be some form of economic control. There are 
plans for proration. There are many pro- 
posals for stabilization. And some thoughtful 
men of wide business experience insist that 
all projects for stabilization and proratiun 
must prove futile unless, in some way, the 
equivalent of the certificate of public con- 
venience and necessity is made a prerequisite 
to embarking new capital in an industry in 
which the capacity already exceeds the pro- 
duction schedules. 

“Whether that view is sound nobody knows. 
The objections to the proposal are obvious 
and grave. The remedy might bring evils 
|worse than the present disease. The obstacles 
'to success seem insuperable. The economic 
and social sciences are largely uncharted seas. 
We have been none too successful in the mod- 
est essays in economic coatrol already en- 
tered upon. The new proposal involves a 
a vast extension of the area of control. Mere- 
ly to acquire the knowledge essential as a 
basis for the exercise of this multitude of 
judgments would be a formidable task; and 
each of the thousands of these judgments 
would call for some measure of prophecy. 
Even more serious are the obstacles to suc- 
cess inherent in the demands which execu- 
tion of the project would make upon human 
intelligence and upon the character of men. 
Man is weak and his judgment is at best 
fallible. 


Social Experiments Needed. 


“Yet the advances in the exact sciences 
and the achievements in invention remind us 
that the seemingly impossible sometimes 
bappens. There are many men now living 
who were in the habit of using the age-old 
expression: It is as impossible as flying. The 
Giscoveries in physieal science, the triumphs 
in invention, attest the value of the process 
of trial and error. In large measure, these 
advances have been due to experimentation. 
In those fields experimentation has, for two 
centuries, been not only free but encouraged. 

“Some people assert that our present plight 
is due, in part, to the limitations set by courts 
upon experimentation in the fields of social 
and econumic science; and to the discourage- 
ment to which proposals for betterment there 
have been subjected otherwise. There must 
be power in the States and the Nation to re- 
mold, through experimentation, our economic 
practices and institutions to meet changing 
social and economic needs. I cannot believe 
that the framers of the fourteenth amend- 
ment, or the States which ratified it, intend- 
ed to deprive us of the power to correct the 
evils of technological unemployment and ex- 
cess productive capacity which have attend- 
€d progress in the useful arts. 

“To stay experimentation in things social 
and economic {&8 a grave responsibility. De- 
nial of theyright to experiment may be fraught 
with serious consequences to the Nation. it 
is one of the happy incidents of the Federal 
s}stem that a single courageous State may, 
if its citizens choose, serve as a laboratory; 


and try novel social and economic experi- 
ments without risk to the rest of the coun- 
try. 

“This Court has the power to prevent an 
experiment. We may strike down the statute 
which embodies it on the ground that, in 
our opinion, the measure is:arbitrary, capri- 
cious or unreasonable. We have power to do 
this, because the due process clause has been 
held by the Court applicable to matters of 
substantive law as well as to matters of pro- 
cedure.

Defining “Public Interest.” 

In earlier paragraphs of the opinion, Jus- 
tice Brandeis, after stating the case, discussed 
the origin and growth of the “certificate of 
public convenience and necessity.”” He said: 

“The Oklahoma statute makes entry into 
the business of manufacturing ice for sale 
upon 
a certificate of public convenience and neces- 
sity. 


and distribution dependent, in effect, 


Such a certificate was unknown to the 
common law. It is a creature of the machine 
age, in which plants have displaced tools and 
businesses are substituted for trades.. The 


purpose of requiring it is to promote the pub- 
lic interest by preventing waste. Particularly 
in those businesses in which interest and de- 
preciation charges on plant constitute a large 
element in the cost of production, experience 
has taught tha‘ the financial burdens inci- 
dent to unnecessary duplication of facilities 
are likely to bring high rates and poor serv- 
ice. There, cost is usually dependent, among 
other things, upon volume; and division of 
possible patronage among competing con- 
cerns may so raise the unit cost of operation 
as to make it impossible to provide adequate 
service at reasonable rates. 

“The introduction in the United States of 
the certificate of public convenience and 
necessity marked the growing conviction that 


under certain circumstances free competition 


|;might be harmful to the community and that, 
‘when it was so, absolute freedom to enter the 


business of one’s choice should be denied. 

“Long before the enactment of the Oklaho- 
ma statute here challenged a like requirement 
had become common in the United States in 
some lines of business. The certificate was 
required first for railroads; then for street 
railways; then for other public utilities whose 
operation is dependent upon the grant of 
some special privilege. 


Cotton Gin a Precedent. 

“Latterly, the requirement has been, wide- 
ly extended to common carriers by motor 
yehicle which use the highways, but which, 
unlike street railways and electric light com- 
panies, are not dependent upon the grant of 
any special privilege. In Oklahoma the cer- 
tificate was required, as early as 1915, for 
cotton gins—a business then declared a pub- 
lic one, and, like the business of manufac- 
turing ice, conducted wholly upon private 
property. As applied to public utilities, the 
validity under the fourteenth amendment of 
the requirement of the certificate has never 
been successfully questioned. 

“Oklahoma declared the business of manu- 
facturing ice for sale and distribution a *‘pub- 
lic business;’ that is, a public utility. 59 
far as appears, it was the first state to do 
so. Of course, a legislature cannot by mere 
legislative fiat convert a business into a 
public utility. But the conception of a pub- 
lic utility is not static. The welfare of the 
community may require that the business of

I find it only natural that the 
people of the United States are 
especially interested in the presi- 
dential elections. This interest 
would be justified by the numer- 
ous close ties binding’ both na- 
tions in multifarious fields. But 
beyond this the Constitutions of 
both nations provide for the elec- 
tion to office of the President by 
general elections. In both na- 
tions the voters are being sum- 
moned in this year of 1932, which 
is characterized throughout the 
world by an economic crisis, to 
choose their country’s supreme 
leader and representative. 


Other Candidates Distanced. 

The impressive election returns 
of March 13 are known. LEighty- 
six per cent of Germany's 44,000,- 
000 voters went to the ballot box. 
More than 18,500,000 of over 37,- 
500,000 ballots were received by 
the President in office, Field Mar- 
shal von Hindenburg. He was 
short by only 168,453 votes of the 
absolute majority which the Ger- 
man Constitution demands at the 
first polling. 

The next candidate, the leader 
of the Nazis, Adolf Hitler, at- 
tained 11,340,900 votes, or 7,300,- 
000 less than the Field Marshal. 

The Communist candidate, 
Ernst Thaelmann, followed behind 
Hitler with nearly 5,000,000, and 
the candidate of the German Na- 
tional People’s Party, Theodor 
Duesterberg, with about 2,500,000 
votes. 

In the second polling the can- 
didate who receives the highest 
number of votes is elected. It is 
today already certain that Presi- 
dent von Hindenburg will be the 
victor, April 10. None of his 
competitors has any chance what- 
soever of winning a sufficiently 
large number of new votes to 
catch up with Von macenherg's 
tremendous lead. 

The real decision, therefore, 
that the highly esteemed Presi- 
dent shall remain the head of the 
German Reich for a further seven 
years, according to the provision. 
of the Constitution, was made 
March 13. 


Sober Appeal to the People. 

As regards the election results, 
I was always optimistic. But the 
German Constitution differs from 
the American. We ele¢t the Pres- 
ident by direct vote of the Ger- 
man people, whereas the Ameri- 
ean Constitution provides for in- 
direct election through chogen 
delegates. Prognostication is 
therefore difficult, simce such a 
general election might mean an 
appeal to the last man in the 
most distant hut. 

The German election passed 
quietly. The German people 
showed model discipline. Their 
inborn love of order prevented 
them from being misled by their 
economic plight. The election took 
its course like the exact move- 
ments of well-oiled machinery. 
The Government of the Reich as 
well as those of the states had 
naturally takep far reaching pre- 
cautionary measures. For months

There- 
by, and as a result of excessive 
reparations, German economy has 
been compelled to endure the 
hard blows of the present econom- 
ic crisis in a state of extreme 
weakness. 

It was possible to keep. the 
budget in order despite these dif- 
ficulties and to extend to the pitia- 
ble crisis victims, millions of un- 
employed, the necessary means 
for their sustenance only through 
painful sacrifices by all circles of 
the German people down to the 
simplest worker.

Such non-partisan joint action we know is unprece- 
dented, but so are other actions recently taken by 
politieal leaders anc representatives of the people in 
Congress. President Hoover said of these recent 
acts: “The fine spirit of patriotic non-partisanship 
shown in carrying out the emergency program is, I 
know, appreciated by the whole country. I am con- 
fident that the further non-partisan measures of re- 
construction * * * * * will be dealt with by the Con- 
gress in the same spirit of co-operation that these 
great questions have already received.” 

We rely upon that spirit, which places public wel- 
fare before party profit, for serious consideration of 
our suggestion. Indeed, if acted upon, the idea 
would remove this most controversial subject from 
the field of politics and strip it of the means of 
party gain.

It can be said without unduly disparaging politi- 
cians and political parties that their course in gen- 
eral since the liquor problem first became a nationa! 
plague has been one of compromise, if not of cow- 
ardice. The timidity of presidential candidates has 
been a stain on our national statesmanship. In this 
connection, a joint resolution of Congress does not 
require the presidential signature. By removing 
the dread issue from the field of politics, politicians 
and parties could devote themselves to other press 
ing questions with directness and without deceit. 

If the conventions so pledge their candidates, the 
joint resolution would be passed not later than the 
first session of the new Congress meeting in De 
cember, 1933, and it might well be passed by the 
present Congress at the session next December, for 
a twothirds majority of both houses are members 
of one or the other of the two great parties. 

Following action by Congress, consideration by the 
states could begin without delay.

operation of railroads during the war 
-——its extravagance, unsatisfactory per- 
formance, etc. 

Has it ever occurred to those who read 
these criticisms that the railroads were 
operated during the war by the same 
officials and emplages who operated 
them before and after Government oper- 
ation? The higher officials, who were 
drawing salaries of $35,000 to $75,000 
per annum under corporation manage- 
ment, had their salaries reduced to $12,- 
000 and $15,000 per year. 

In order to disgust the rerican peo- 
ple with Government operation of rail- 
roads, it was necessary to increase costs 
to such a degree as to show an immense 
loss during Government control, thus 
forcing the railroads back under corpo- 
ration control, with a return to the for- 
mer high salaries of the higher officials. 

A comparison of the prices of rails, 
ties and all other material purchased be- 
tere, during and after Government oper- 
ation, as well as quantities used, will ex- 
plain why maintenance costs were so 
much higher during this period. Equip- 
ment, roadbed and buildings were in 100 
per cent better condition than at the be- 
sinning of Government eperation.

'@ super-holding company which held the control of 
the controlling stock of the holding company. Thus

he was able to control a vast combination of cor- 
|porations under it. He finally gathered 225 com- 
panies, with securities amounting to $1,300,000,000., 
but the voting power, which was held by the super- 
holding company, required an investment of only 
$1,000,000. 

It was a wonderful business pyramid that Kreuger 
built and controlled through the top super-holding 
company, and it flourished for a while. He was the 
match king and the merger magnate of Europe. He 
sold stocks and bonds of his various concerns al! 
over the world. They were ‘in demand, and his de- 
bentures were bought by investors in America, as 
well as elsewhere.

Will China Become Militarized? 


Rapidly losing faith in power of League and treaties to save them from exploitation, 
Chinese are turning to militarism; warfare is taught in schools, and people rally 
to support of army; Japan may have waked the sleeping dragon and invoked a 
war madness that will drive out invaders but spell disaster for China herself.

churia and Shanghai have sown the seed 

of militarization in China. Japan's ap- 
parent victories may have removed the 
Manchuria and reduced the 
anti-Japanese and boycott movements in 
Shanghai. but they have started a move- 
ment in the country which will be a prob- 
lem so great that Japan and the world may 
find it difficult to selve. China has gone 
military-minded. Will she go on to become 
thoroughly militarized? Will Japan's actions 
not tend to accelerate this? Can Japan stop 
the process? 

China has never had a military pian on a 
national scale. The so-called wars which 
have received so much publicity abroad are 
only garden parties when compared with 
the revolutionary wars in France and the 
American Civil War. China's civil wars have 
been, in general, “very civil.” No govern- 
ment in China has ever entertained the 
dream of building a great military nation; 
no leader has ever attempted to be a Napo- 
leon or a Bismarck or to plant the Chinese 
flag where the sun will always shine on it. 

a * * 

Although China has suffered at the hands 
of forcign imperialism for the last 75 years, 
losing valuable seaports, concessions and 
economic rights, she has never planned to 
get thesé_back by military force. Chinese 
leaders learned a lesson from the biunders 
of the Manchus when they tried to fight 
against the Western world, and since 1928 
it hag been the pelicy of these leaders to 
recover the lost concessions and  *rights 
through diplomacy. During the 
years, the central and local governments 
have niade several attempts to establish 
compuisory military training as a part of 
the education pregram. In some schooig it 
has beer adopted; in others it has failed. 
This failure is due largely to the oppesition 
ef various educators and Gevernment lead- 
ers as well as students to militarizing China. 

Since the World War, China has looked 
to covenants, treaties and pacts for her pro- 
tection. She joined the League of Nations 
with the hope that she could bring her in- 
ternational problems to that body for settle- 
ment; she signed the Kellogg Pact, renounc- 
ing war as @ national policy for the main- 
tenance of world peace; she welcomed the 
Nine.Power Treaty with open arms be- 
cause it pledged the Pacific Powers to pre- 
serve her territorial and administrative in- 
tegrity and te leave ber unhampered te de- 
velop her own destiny.

At no other time in the history of China 
have the people of all classes responded so 
readily to assist one army as they have in 
Shanghai. The whole nation is aflame 
with one slogan, “Preparedness.” The 
people, in general, have gone war mad: they 
are demanding of the Government stronger 
coastal defense, a stronger and better army 
and a bigger navy.

Since Sept. 18, the Ministry of Education 
has instructed all sehoois to include military 
training in their curricula. Young boys in 
grade schoolg are new required to be in the 
“beys’ army,” learning the histery of war- 
fare and the first principles of military 
training. Students tin middle schools and 
universities are receiving military training. 
Officers from the army are living with the 
students and giving them instruction on 
various phases of military and war tactics. 

Students in Tsinghua University, the insti- 
tution supported by the returned Boxer In- 
demnity Fund from the United States. are 
required to eat, dress and live like regular 
Chinese soldiers. Many students who were 
forced to leave schools in Manchuria after 
Sept. 18 have joined the military academics 
in Nanking and Canton, while others have 
gone to the frent lines in Shanghai. 

Women and giris are not left out of the 
militarization program. In the grade schools 
they learn to cook and get knoWledge of 
outdoor life. Girls in middie schools an.! 
universities are required to take first aid 
and nursing. More than 50 women joined 
the Nineteenth Route Army at Chapei dur- 
ing the recent fighting. Twenty women 
newspaper cerrespondents at Nanking have 
organized a relief corps. Wives of officials 
and Generais are in the camps distributing 
cigarettes, fruits, candies and clothing to 
the soidiers.

FOR MUNICIPAL OPERA 


Campaign to Obtain Guaran- 
tors for Remaining $53,- 
000 Required.

Nearly two-thirds of the $150,- 
000 Municipal Opera guarantec 


fund for 1932 has been subscribed, 
the Municipal Theater Association 
reported last night in announcing 
a campaign to raise the remaining 
$53,000 this week. | 

Adyance seat reservations have 
reached $70,000, a total higher 
than at this date in any previous 
season. The guarantors advance 
half the amount of their pledges, 
providing $75,000 for preliminary 
expenses. This, with the $100,000 
expected from the advance sale of 
seats, will enable the association to 
finance itsgoperatiogns from the out- 
set. 

The $400,000 budget for the 
fourteenth Municipal Opera season 
is not larger than last year, but 
with the increased purchasing. pow- 
er of the dollar, the association ex- 
pects to give the 12 productions 
this year a more elaborate setting 
in scene and costume, and casts of 
greater distinction, than it has 
heretofore been able to present. 

Already 600 St. Louis persons 
and firms have subscribed to the 
guarantee fund. Only a tenth as 
many underwrote the first season 
in 1929. In the 13 seasons there 
have been 3787 guarantors, exclud- 
ing those for this year, and not one 
has lost a dollar through his guar- 
antee. 

Total receipts for those 13 years 
have exceeded $4,000,000. Two sea- 
sons ended with deficits, totaling 
$38,000, or less than 1 per cent of 
the total business, and each deficit 
was repaid out of the profits of 
the succeeding year. Last season, 
entering upon a scale of ’ produc- 
tion it had not previously attempt- 
ed, the opera broke all attendance 
records and paid the $80,000 deficit 
of the year before. 

Under a non-profit charter, re- 
quiring that all income over ex- 
penses go to improvements in pro- 
ductions or in the Municipal The- 
ater, the civic opera has not only 
paid its own way hut developed the 
outdoor theater in Forest Park, 
valued at $309,000.

“Methods of economic isolation 
under American leadership are eech 
week seriously aggravating the 
world economic situation and post- 
poning the day of sound and per- 
manent business recovery.

“The Smoot-Hawley tariff meas- 
ure was conceived upon the theory 
of benefiting agriculture in the 
main. The outcome, as usual, hew- 
ever, was that industry secured the 
lion’s share of actual tariff vbene- 
fits. Two groups of tariff thought, 
identical in principle and with 
searcély distinguishable difference 
in practice, came conspicuously up- 
on the scene during the Smoot- 
Hawley tariff movement. One 
group stood for skyscraping tariffs 
for industry with more moderate 
rates for agriculture, while’ the 
other group stood for skyscraping 
rates for agriculture, with more 
moderate rates for industry. It 
was in practical effect a case of 
‘two souls with but a_ single 
thought.’ The inevitable outcome 
was in strict harmony with all hu- 
man experience of the past, and 
that was that agriculture was bed- 
ly buckeyed and buncoed, as is 
demonstrated to every sane person 
by the fact that agriculture has 
been fundamentally worse off each 
year since the enactment of the 
farmers’ high tariff in 1921, and 
the Fordney high tariff in 1922. 


“It is misleading to attempt to 
minimize our interest in foreign 
trade by the statement that our 
exports only comprise an average 
of 10 per cent of domestic produc- 
tion. This means as high as from 
20 to 50 per cent of the production 
of such commodities as cotton, 
wheat, tobacco, 
numerous others, and the cutting 
off of these classes of exports im- 
mediately results in undermining 
the entire economic structure of 
this country. 

“This policy, when accepted by 
other countries, literally prevents 
them from exporting the chief 
portions of their domestic produc- 
tian and renders them unable to 
pay trade balances or external in-' 


automobiles and ‘ 


debtedness, both public and pri- 
vate. For example, Canada until 
the panic exported from 30 to 35 
per cent of her total production; 
Australia over 30 per cent; New 
Zealand over 40 per cent. Nearly 
60 per cent of Japan’s total pro- 
duction is dependent upon export 
trade. 

“These illustrations show the 
disastrous effects that many or 
most other countries would experi- 
ence, and are in fact now experi- 
encing, by reason of their blind 
course in pursuing the extreme pol- 
icy of nationalism under American 
leadership. World trade for 1931 
decreased 41 per cent below the 
1929 level. 

“If we are to keep all American 
labor employed at good wages, we 
must prepare to sell our surplus. 
Our Republican friends, overlook- 
ing the economic transformation 
during the war period, have 
preached that high tariffs and iso- 
lation guarantee high wages and 
high living standards to labor. The 
highest tariffs throughout the 
world have demonstrated very con- 
clusively that the inevitable result 
is overproduction, due to the 
breakdown of exchange and distri- 
bution, and consequent idleness of 
both labor and capital on a vast 
scale, with lower wages and lower 
living standards in the end. The 
7,000,000 unemployed today might 


well ponder these facts.”

I have no reason to 
believe that serious disturbances 
in the public order were to be 
feared from any side whatsoever. 
But naturally the existing excited 
state of mind produced all sorts 
of talk and rumors. 

Now that the people have spok- 
en the air is purified. Confidence 
in the security and stability of 
conditions has been strengthened 
and is already producing symp- 
toms of economic stimulation. 

There I have already spoken the 
word which, in my opinion must 
\take first place in the dictionary 
of the world’s work against the 
world crisis—‘‘confidence.” 

Feeling Towards America. 

Confidence is to politics and 
economy what the sun is to physi- 
cal life. Mistrust is unproduc- 
tive; it can only destroy. Con- 
fidence, on the other hand, opens 
the door to progress and creates 
perspectives leading to a final so- 
lution of the world’s difficulties.

N 1916 the youngsters, claim- 
J ine to be 16 years old, made 

their first appearance in a 
vaudeville theater in New York, but 
encountered the cold shoulder rath- 
er than the glad hand of Broadway. 
A pompous stage manager decided 
their act was terrible and canceled 
their week’s booking. They had 
just packed their trunk to return 
to the small time when they re- 
ceived an offer to appear in a re- 
vue called “Over the Top,” in which 
Ed Wynn was to be featured. It 
seems that the bespectacled come- 
diah had caught their act at the 
vaudeville house and decided the 
kids were clever. This was a loss 
to _.vaudeville, for they never re- 
turned to the varieties.

“Stop Flirting.” In the American 
idi@m of the day, Astaire was a riot 
in London. Nobility and royalty 
flocked to the show and Fred be- 
came the popular pet of Piccadilly 
and Mayfair. After two years, he 
returned to America to be starred 
in “Lady Be Good,” which ran so 
long here and in London that it 
took on the semblance of a career. 
He next went back to New York 
to star in “Punny Face.” which 
ran in Manhattan a year and al- 
most as long in England. When 
he came back to America he was 
engaged by Ziegfeld to co-star with 
Marilyn Miller in “Smiles,” and 
from this Fred transferred his 
services to Max Gordon, who pro- 
duces ‘“‘The Band Wagon.”

Golschmann Completes a Season 


By Thomas B. Sherman 


N these times of trial the rela- 
| tiveiy sound and _ prosperous 

condition of the St. Louis Sym- 
phony orchestra makes that organ- 
ization shine out like Shakspeare's 
“good deed in a naughty world.” 
True enough, its soundness is more 
relative than real and its prosperity 
is measured more in terms of 
artistic values than in economic 
symbols. When the time comes 
to raise more money, the orchestra 
will run into plenty of trouble, no 
doubt. But those who undertake 
that ungrateful task will have a 
better supply of persuasive argu- 
ments than ever. 

The symphonic season of 1931-32 
was brought to a close last Satur- 
day night a week ago. The audi- 
ence not only displayed the kind 
of enthusiasm that was appro- 
priate for such a leave-taking but 
gave no evidence—either at that 
or at any of the other concluding 
concerts—of the usual end-of-the- 
season lassitude. And that brings 
me to one of Vladimir Golsch- 
mann’s most valuable assets as a 
conductor. He does not bore his 
audiences, however much he may 
disturb certain minority elements 
with what seems to be a lack of 
interpretive judgment. 

It is easy enough to keep an 
audience interested for one or two 
concerts. Any charlatan can catry 
that off. But when the interest 
of an audience is sustained for a 
whole season—when it is actually 
as great at the end as in the be- 
ginning—the existence of certain 
valuable qualities of leadership as 
a conductor must be conceded. 

In Mr. Golschmann’s case this 
may be defined as good taste and 
good feeling plus a youthful vi- 
vacity—attributes of his tempera- 
ment which are somehow commuz- 
nicated to his music even when the 
music is not above criticism in 
other respects. 

One can put that in another way 
by saying that even when he fails 
to evoke the full meaning of a 
composition he does not insult the 
audience by cheap appeals to its 
low instincts. One can also truth- 
fully say that while Mr. Golsch- 
mann’s experience is not always 
equal to some of the more monu- 
mental works in the orchestral 
repertoire, his is an essentially mu- 
sical nature, with an incorporated 
respect for the integrity of the 
great masters and a genuine desire 
to keep the highest possible stand- 
ards before his public.

N the season just concluded Mr. 

Golschmann’s greatest successes 

were achieved ferith programs 
that included the works of the 
French impressionists, works of 
contemporary composers or works 
of the great Eighteenth Century 
masters, notably Mozart and Haydn. 
‘ The Iberia suite by Debussy was 
an outstanding orchestral achieve- 
ment, one that might be safely 
compared with even the great Mr. 
Toscanini’s performances of De- 
bussy. It realized everything that 
the composer might have conceiv- 
ably been trying to express. One 
can say that with more than ordi- 
nary conviction because Debussy 
expressed his intentions in words 
On several occasions and it always 
had something to do with the 
poetry of natural things when 
viewed in a _ certain light. He 
wanted to convey through the di- 
rect medium of sensuous arrange- 
ments of sound patterns, the pure 
emotion arising out of certain nat- 
ural phenomena without reference 
to their rational connotations. 

In playing Debussy Mr. Golsch- 
mann not only revealed an extraor- 
dinary deftness in achieving those 
delicate blends of color, fine dis- 
tinctions of volume, and those 
scarcely discernible but wholly 
necessary time accents, but an un- 
erring judgment in the allocations 
of such effects. In short, his per- 
formance in all the Debussy num- 
bers, including the Nocturnes and 
the “Afternoon of a Faun" were 
completely authoritative. 

His treatment of the Mozart G 
Minor also justified a considerable 
amount of enthusiasm for it pos- 
sessed not only the traditional! puri- 
ty of line and refinement of senti- 


ment, but also paid respect to the 
more robust qualities of Mozart’s 
music which are often overlooked. 
* * . 

M in the German romantic reper- 

toire with particular reference 
to Beetheven and Wagner, though, 
strangely enough, ke comes off very 
well in the tone poems of Richard 
Strauss. The three Beethoven sym- 
phonies he played during the sea- 
son suffered from too much atten- 
tion to detail at the expense of 
broad outlines and faulty judgment 
in the placing of significant accents. 

His Wagner always sounded a 
little too thin and a little too ten- 
tative. The reasons for that were 
not always easy to locate. In gen- 
eral, however, it seemed to arise 
out of his neglect of the rich poly- 
phonic background which supplies 
the connective tissue in the greater 
part of the Wagnerian scores. This 
neglect not only robbed the music 
of a necessary substance, but, by 
weakening the momentum tended 
to break up the line and to create 
Spaces at the cadences, Mr. Golsch- 
mann also went in for emphasizing 
details, note for note, which were 
intended to create an effect as a 
whole. The characteristic figure 
which occurs in the Siegfried fu- 
neral music, which is really nothing 
more than a more lyrical articula- 
tion of a drum roll, and which 
should be considered as a unit, was 
doled out one note at a time, as if 
from an eye-dropper. 

From all of which one may con- 
clude that Mr. Golschmann has not 
sat for a long enough period at the 
feet of the great interpreters of the 
German repertoire. But as con- 
ductors go he is still a youth and 
his admirers are still justified ‘in 
believing that these defects will be 
remedied as his experience broad- 
ens. 

Meanwhile he has consolidated 
his public and stimulated an inter- 
est in symphonic music among ele- 
ments of the community which had 
previously gone untouched. Young 
blood is being attracted to the sym- 
phony concerts. The audiences are 
more responsive, even though they 
still like their lollypops. Altogether 
the situation is much more hopeful] 
than otherwise.

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COLLEGE GLEE CLUB. 


Big Schools Here on |. 
April 8. 


Club contest, a musical..event of 
importance in the collegiate field, 
will be held at Field House, Wash- 
ington University, on Friday night, 
April 8, with singers from many 
of the larger colleges in the coun- 
try taking part. 

This will be the first time in 
the history of the organization 
that the contest has been held out- 
side of New York City since Albert 
F. Pickernell, a senior in Harvard 
University organized the Intercol- 
legiate Glee Club movement in 
1914. The first contest included 
four colleges among the competi- 
tive group—Harvard, Dartmouth, 
Columbia and the University of 
Pennsylvania. The movement grew 
into a nation-wide event with more 
than 300 colleges participating. 

Preliminary elimination contests 
are conducted prior to the nationa] 
event, with the entire countr, di- 
vided into sectional zones. The win- 
ners of these zone contests have, in 
the past, gone to New York City to 
compete in the annual contest. 

Regional Contest Winners. 

Winners of this year’s regional 
contests will all be represented in 
St. Louis during the Competition. 
Among the participating clubs will 
be Yale, representing the Metro- 
politan district; Pennsylvania State, 
University of Rochester, from the 


4 New York State Association; 


Dennison College from Ohio State; 
Pomona College (Claremont, Cal.) 
from the Pacific Southwest Asso- 
ciation: the University of Utah 
from the North Rocky Mountain 
district; Monmouth College, from 
the Central “llinois group; the Uni- 
versity of Oxlahma, from the Mis- 
souri Valley, and Washington Uni- 
versity. 

First place in the Missouri Valley 
contest for 1931 was won by the 
Washington University Glee Club 
which later went to New York to 
compete-in the national finals and 
gained fourth place. The club will 
act as host for this year’s contest 
and will also compete for the cup. 

John H. Finley, an editor of the 
New York Times and president of 
the Intercollegiate Musical Council, 
will come to St. Louis to act as 
presiding officer for the contest 
and to present the cup to the win- 
ning team. 

Three Judgés to Decide. 

The judging fs based on a possi- 
ble total of 150 points from each 
of three judges, and the program 
is divided into three groups, each 
club singing a song of its own 
choice in the “‘choice song” group. 
The prize song is then announced by 
the National Council and each club 
is required to sing this number 
when it sings its own college song. 
The prize song of this season is 
“Fight,” by Faltin. 

The program will open with the 
singing of an ensemble number, 
“The Prayer of Thanksgiving,” by 
all of the competing clubs. 

The national cup, which is now 
in possession of New York Univer- 
sity, must be won three times by 
one club—not necessarily in succes- 
sion—before it becomes the club’s 
permanent property. Harvard and 
Dartmouth are the only two clubs 
which have won permanent cups 
up to this season. 

A preliminary prize song contest, 
held to avoid repetition, will. be 
held on the afternoon of the day of 
the contest in the Scottish Rite Ca- 
thedral on Lindell boulevard. This 
contest will be open to the public 
and no admission will be charged. 


DE VALERA REITERATES 
OATH TO CROWN MUST 60 


Calis It Offensive Test Which Irish 
People Cannot Tol- 
erate.

DUBLIN, Irish Free State, March 
26.—Eamon de Valera, President of 
the Irish Free State, today reit- 
erated, in an interview, his Gov- 
ernment’s intention to remove from 
the Free State Constitution the oath 
of allegiance to the British crown. 

“It must go at all costs;” he 
said, “for it is an offensive test 
which the Irish people cannot tol- 
erate.” 

He said his Government would 
not reply before Tuegday to the 
note from the British Government 
concerning the oath and the pay- 
ment of the Irish Jand annuities. 
The British view is the oath is an 
integral part of the treaty which 
established the Free State, and the 
Irish Govérnment is bound to con- 
tinue payment of the land annuities.

Acquires Five-Story Building at 
the Southeast Corner of 
Eighth and Clark. 


The Consumers’ Wholesale Gro- 
cery and Meat Co. has acquired a

Delbert S. Wenzlick has just re- 
turned from Chicago, where he at- 
tended meetings of the Accounting 
and Exchange Committees of both 
the Office Building Division and the 
Apartment House Division of the 
National Association of Building 
Owners and Managers.

A similar report for apartment 
buildings will contain information 
on about the same number of build- 
ings and will be an improvement 
over previous reports in that all 
costs will be reduced to the unit 
basis of square feet of rentable 
area. A year and a half ago Wenz- 
lick worked out a system of uni- 
form classification of apartment 
house income and expense which 
was adopted by both the Nationa! 
Association of Real Estate Boards 
and the National Association of 
Building Owners and Managers and 
is used by many of the larger 
apartment buildings throughout the 
country. Many efficiencies in the 
operation and design of apartment 
property will result from the in- 
creasing use of standardized meth- 
ods, permitting comparisons. Much 
of the progress in the field of office 
buildings has been due to several 
years’ efforts along these lines.

The first inmates will be trans- 
ferred from a hall outside the main 
prison here where they have been 
segregated for several weeks to 
those quarters which have been 
completed. About 40 youths be- 
tween 17 and 25 years of age will 
be.in the first group, Thornberry 
said.

4 GANGSTERS GET 


15 YEARS; AAD. 
BURGLAR TOOLS} 


Two of Those to Get Maxi- 
mum Penalty at Des 
Moines Indicted Here in 
Grand Bank Robbery. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 

DES MOINES, Ia., March 26.— 
Fifteen years in prison, the maxi- 
mum penalty provided for posses- 
sion of burglars’ tools, was the 
sentence imposed today on four 8t. 
Louis gangsters arrested as they 
attempted to cut through a wall in- 
to the Capital City State Bank. 

The four are Wyncil Urban and 
John Lugar, both under indictment 
in St. Louis as participants in the 
$1,000,000 Grand National Bank 
robbery; William Engler, 
Egan gangster and mail robber, 
and Edward, known as “Speedy” 
Wilhite, Cuckoo gangman and ex- 
convict. 

The sentences of Urban and 
Lugar dispose of all but two of 
the six men accused of robbing the 
Grand National Bank in May, 1930. 
Henry Bostlemen, reputed leader 
of the robbers, is serving 35 to 40 
years in prison in Colorado for 
the attempted robbery of a Denver 
department store. “Cocky” 
Leonard is serving 30 to 40 years 
for the same offense. The two at 
large are Henry Farrar, admitted 
lookout for the bank robbers, and 
a man who has been sought by 
police since the robbery. 

Urban and his three companions 
were found guilty by a jury a 
week ago. Sentences were im- 
posed today by Judge Ladd after 
he had denied their motion for a 
new trial. He fixed bond for ap- 
peal at $12,000 each. 

The four have been in jail since 
Dec. 12 when they were caught in 
the act of breaking into the bank. 
The State opposed their release on 
bond and it was fixed at $100,000 
each, more than any of them could 
post. 

They were tried first for at- 
tempted bank robbery, but were 
acquitted on that charge on a di- 
rected verdict, the Court holding 
that the circumstances indicated 
that burglary would be a more 
proper charge.

States Attorney George Z, Medalie 
against the International Business 
Machines Corporation and its sub- 
sidiary, the Tabulating Machine Co., 
and against Remington Rand, Inc.., 
and its subsidiary, Remington Rand 
Business Service, Inc. 

The action seeks the dissolution 
of trade agreements, which are al- 
leged to be in violation of the 
Sherman and Clayton anti-trust 
acts. 

The two companies, Medalie said, 
split the business of the country. on 
a basis of 88 per cent for Inter- 
national and 12 per cent for Rem- 
ington Rand. 

The original complaint was made 
by George H. Carter, head of the 
United States printing office, who 
said the Federal Government itself 
was a victim of the trade agree- 
ments. 

The Department of Justice in- 
vestigated the matter for a year 
before the suit was filed. 

After conferring with two As- 
sistant Attorneys-General, Medalie 
charged the four concerns with fix- 
ing minimum rentals for their ma- 
chines and minimum prices on 
cards for the machines, with agrec- 
ing not to compete for established 
accounts, with cross-licensing their 
patents, and with raquiring their 
patrons to use only cards manuface- 
tured by the defendant companies. 

Medalie explained the defend- 
ants did not sell their machines, 
but rented them at the rate of $180 
a year for the smallest and $3000 
a year for the most complex. 

About 20,000 of the machines are 
in use and the Government is one 
of the largest users of them. 

Congress requires all stationery 
used by the Government to be 
manufactured by the Federal 
printing office, so under the leases 
the Government was relieved of the 
necessity of purchasing cards from 
the defendants. But Medalie said 
the Government had been required 
to pay about $100,000 more a year 
for’ its machines because of this 
provision than it would have been 
charged otherwise. The Govern- 
ment’s annual rental bill for the 
tabulating machines, he __ said, 
ranged from $300,000 to $400,000.

Labor Station May 
Get Clear Channel. 


BITTER and long drawn out 
A struggle in the courts is fore- 

cast if Congress—as it proba- 
bly will—enacts the bill introduced 
by Senator Hatfield (Rep.), West 
Virginia, granting organized labor 
a clear channel on which to oper- 
ate a high power broadcasting sta- 
tion and a series of supplemental 
stations in various. parts of the 
country connected to it by short 
waves, Martin Codel reports from 
Washington. 

Organized labor’s fight for the 
channel has had a most receptive 
ear on Capitol Hill, and the bill 
will in all likelihood pass the Sen- 
ate and House. It directs the Fed- 
eral Radio Commission to turn 
over such a channel to labor, which 
plans to enlarge the Chicago Fed- 
eration of Labor station WCI'L, for 
which it has sought 50,000 watts 
power ever since the reallocation of 
1928. Matthew Woll, American 
lederation of Labor vice president, 
and other labor officials have ap- 
peared on behalf of the bill. 

To grant clear channel, the com- 
mission must take it away from 
one of ‘the present occupants. 
Through E. N. Nockels, WCFL 
manager and spokesman for the 
labor group, it was been indicated 
that the 720-kilocycle channel of 
WGN of the Chicago Tribune, is 
desired. WGN indicates that it will 
carry. an appeal to~ the United 
States Supreme Court, if necessary. 
The National Association of Broad- 
casters is opposing the bill on the 
ground that it gives labor a vested 
right as against the federal licens- 
ing authority and that if labor se- 
cures such a right, other groups 
like the American Legion, educa- 
tional institutions and religious or- 
ganizations, will seek similar privi- 
leges.

Enemy Casualties. 


While the Stix will have two stars 
on the sidelines, New Bedford also 
will be handicrpped in its attempt 
to win its third consecutive national 
title, as Johnny Reder, star goal- 
keeper and rated as one of the best 
in the East, will not be here. Reder 
is attempting to make a name for 
himself in baseball with the Boston 
Red Sox, and the club management 
decided it was taking too much of 
a chance to force him to lose four 
days of practice for one soccer 
game. William Watson, regular 
halfback, will be between the up- 
rights for the Easterners. Watson 
has played the position in recent 
matches in which the -Whaler 
eleven has participated, but, ac- 
cording to reports, is far behind 
Reder in efficiency. Unless Wat- 
son proves a real star, it will boost 
the chances of the Stix. A reserve 
in this important position often 
throws too much work on the other 
defenders. 

The match will mark the first 
appearance of a2 St. Louis team in 
a national final since 1929, when 
the Madison club went down to 
defeat before the Hakoah All- 
Stars, 2 goals to 0 and 3to v0.

It is a long time before the next ice nockey season is sched- 
vled to start but those in charge of the business and the playing 
ends of the St. Louis elub are already beginning to lay the ground- 
work for the 1932-33 edition of the Flyers. 


Dick Carroll, coach, who handled 
his first loser in nine seasons when 
St. Louis failed to place in the 
playoffs, is under a two-year con- 


tract to the St. Louis organization 
and is expected to be Dack next 
season unless new owners should 
take over the club, in which event 
Carroll might not care to stay.

However, he made the best rec- 
ord of any St. Leuis coach, his 
team rolling up a total of 36 points, 
one more than the 1929-30 team 
scored under Moose Jamieson when 
one point was counted for each tie 
whereas ties counted for nothing 
during the past season and the 
Flyers played eight no-decision 
games. 

Carroll worked under distress- 
ing conditions. Because the club 
was behind in paying the players 
discipline was almost impossible 
to maintain and Carroll had to use 
plenty of persuasion to get his dis- 
gruntied stars to play as well as 
they did. 

He acquired several new players 
and among them Burr Williams 
and Alex McPherson probably were 
the outstanding performers of the 
aggregation.

A Stronger League. 

“It will be well also if the re- 
organization plans of the league 
calling for teams in Minneapolis, 
St. Paul and Milwaukee g0 
through. That would give us a 
compact circuit, reducing travel- 
ing costs to a minimum and pro- 
viding us with interesting cities 
with which to cempete. We know 
that St. Louis is a big league town 
and wants its teams to compete 
against big league opposition. 

“We will make every effort next 
season: to strengthen the team, 
something we would have done last 
season had we possessed the money 
to do so.” 

Meanwhile most of the players 
are still in St. Louis awaiting 
transportation home.

DISTRICT GOLF 
CLUBS HOLDING 
DOWN EXPENSES 


With golf clubs throughout the 
St. Louis district reducing member- 
ship fees and with their incomes 
from other sources cut, one hears 
little these days about $100,000 
sprinkling systems for fairways or 
other expensive innovations. 

The clubs are slashing expendi- 
tures in every way, trying to keep 
within their budgets, and where a 
year or two ago chairmen of greens 
committees were emphatic in their 
statements that the necessary cost 
of maintenance amounted to nearly 
$2000 per green, their estimates are 
down now to around the $1000, the 
amount which for years had been 
considered sufficient. 

Many items of expense come un- 
der the head of golf course mainte- 
nance. There is labor, material, ma- 
chinery and other equipment. Most 
clubs operate some of these cheaply 
and it is almost impossible to re- 
duce. 

As one greens keeper expressed 
it, “It requires from $18,000 to $25,- 
000 per year to keep up a golf 
course properly, and not much can 
be knocked off. The chief expense 
of course is labor, which amounts 
to between $14,000 and $15,000 per 
year. We are trying to keep the 
wages of our men at their present 
level. And the rest of the money 
goes for material and equipment. 

“All we can do is to hold down 
the expenses by careful manage- 
ment. But of course if conditions 
continue as they are and it becomes 
necessary to make drastic slashes, 
then they will have to be made, and 
the golf courses will suffer. But I 
don't think it will come to that.” 

Experimental gardens are an- 
other source of expense to golf 
clubs and a very necessary expense, 
and it is hardly likely they will be 
sacrificed, but there probably will 
be a curtailment of any desire to 
plant bent grass fairways. Golf 
courses will remain pretty much “as 
is” and the greens keepérs will 
continue to pray for rain at proper 
intervals. 


First Tournament. 

The opening of the competitive 
golf season is less than three weeks 
away, for the first professional- 
amateur tournament of the district 
is scheduled to be held on April 11. 
weather permitting. 

There are no big tournaments set 
for St. Louis this year, and none is 
in prospect. The State event is to 
be held in Kansas City, so the only 
tournaments here will be those of 
the St. Louis district, men’s and 
women’s. 

There will be numerous handicap 
and professional events, however, 
to keep the golfers in practice. 
Last year Bryan Winter did the 
unusual in scoring a double in the 
district and the State events and he 
probably will defend both cham- 
pionships this season.

MUKDEN, Manchuria. 
HE one-time ‘Boy 
Emperor” of China, 
Hsuan Tung, last 
of the illustrious 
at line of Manchu rul- 
@ ers, who speaks En- 
glish, plays tennis 
t and calls himself 
. Mr. Henry Pu-yi, 
has a job again 
after being out of regal employment 
since he was 6 years old. 

This erstwhile Lord of Ten Thous- 
and Years, once nominal arbiter of life 
and death over 400,000,000 subjects. 
stood in the new presidential palace at 
Changchun the other day and with 
many a modest reference to his un- 
worthiness, formally accepted a post 
which makes him, in substance, a 
Manchurian straw-boss for Japan. Of- 
ficially he is dictator of the newly es- 
tablished Manchurian State, Man- 
choukou 


It is ostensibly in response to an in-° 


sistent demand on the part of the 
Manchurian people that Pu-yi returns 
to the land of his ancestors as dictator. 
Twice, in accordance with ancient 
Oriental custom, he declined the honor, 
humbly citing his poor talent and 
meager worth. But the voice of Man- 
churia would not be silent, and Pu-yi 
found himself quite ‘‘unable to refuse 
to please the people.’’ Since his accept- 
ance he has continued to take full 
cognizance of this ‘‘popular plea,” and 
in his recent inaugural address ap- 
pealed for ‘‘the kindly aid and wise 
advice of you all’ to guide him. 

Observers in the Far East have 
viewed Pu-yi’s patriotic gestures with 
considerable skepticism and not a lit- 
tle pity. The people he is unable to re- 
fuse to please, they point out, are the 
‘Japanese war lords who organized this 
free Manchurian state and brought 
Pu-vi up from Tientsin to be chief 
puppet in a puppet government. With 
all his impressive title of dictator and 
in spite of all the Manchurian flag- 
waving, thev deelare, Pu-yi'’s function 
in Changchun will be just about what 
it was down at Tientsin, where he was 
a $50-a-month tenant in the Japanese 
concession. The main difference will 
be that in Changchun, the new Man- 
churian capital, he will have a bigger 
house. The old city hall has been re- 
modeled and converted into a presi- 
dential mansion where the new chief 
executive, appointed for life, will re- 
side with his two wives. The Japa- 
nese will continue to guard him as 
they have done since he escaped from 
the forbidden city several years ago 
and in all probability, they will see 
to it that he doesn't exercise too much 
originality in this new job as dictator. 

The recent inauguration was held in 
the “‘throne room" of the palace and 
is said to have been a very impressive 
affair, with much kotowing and weird 
music. The kotow—-a gesture of sub- 
servience in which an inferior kneels 
before his superior and touches his 
forehead to the floor-—was performed 
by Chiang Ching-hui and Ma Chan- 
shan, two of the Chinese leaders who 
assisted in huilding the new govern- 
ment, and the music was dispensed by 
a Chinese military band which dis- 
eordantly blared the new Manchurian 
national anthem, Forty-five persons 
of whom 15 were high officers of the 
Japanese army, witnessed the cere- 
mony. <A very official looking sea! of 
state and also a personal seal were 
presented to the new ruler and, over- 
head, waved a huge yellow banner in- 
scribed: ‘Great Ching Emperor Hsuan- 
Tung; the Manchus of Kirin province 
under all eight banners ereet their 
sovereign of old.”’ 

Even with all these trimmings, how- 
ever, Pu-yi's reception on his return to 
his ancestral land was hardly the 
pompous affair a Manchu might have

expected. Certainly 

it was but weakly 

reminiscent of the 

court functions held 

in the days when the 

Manchu Emperors were 

at the height of their 

glory. Rut for that mat- 

ter, there is not much about 

Pu-vyi himself or his present 

estate that is reminiscent of 

the Manchus of old. His an- 
cestors were conquerors; not pup- 

pets for foreign governments. For 
nearly 300 years they held the Chi- 
nese throne, relinquishing it only in 
1912, when the child Emperor, Pu-yi, 
who had become nominal ruler at the 
age of two and one-half, was deposed 
hy the rising forces of the Chinese Re- 
public. 

As it was through a revolution that 
ihe Manchus lost the dragon throne, 
so was it also through a revolution 
ihat they gained it in the beginning. 
It was in 1444 that their opportunity 
for empire came. They had developed 
a formidable army under the rule of 
Nurhachu early in the seventeenth 
century and were beginning to aspire 
to conquest when the Ming dynasty, 
weakened by prolonged war, was over- 
thrown at Peking. A rebel, Li Tzu- 
cheng, seized control of the Chinese 
capital and the deposed Ming emperor 
committed suicide. A Ming general, 
Wu San-kuei, then joined forces with 
the Manchus to oust Li, a_ project 
which was speedily accomplished, and 
a Manchu prince was placed upon the 
throne. 


OR 150 years following the 
Fh sianenn coup, China enjoyed a 

period of expansion and _ pros- 
perity as brilliant as any the em- 
pire had ever known. Chinese activ- 
ity had been at a low ebb when the 
Northerners came but now these vig- 
orous Manchus provided the stimu- 
lation that was needed for rejuven- 
ating an effete civilization, for _ re- 
viving arts and letters and pushing 
back the territorial frontiers. 

The Manchus ruled as conquerors, 
maintaining permanent garrisons in 
strategic centers, but at the same time 
adopting Chinese culture. They guard- 
ed against revolt by forbidding native 
Chinese to hold office and they spread 
their dominion abroad by conquering 
Mongolia, Tibet and Turkestan. Their 
armies also penetrated Burma and 
Cochin-China, and Korea, while not 
actually annexed, was compelled to pay 
tribute. With the reign of Ch’'ten 
Lung, in the latter half of the eight- 
eenth century, the Manchu Dynasty at- 
tained its zenith of glory and influ- 
ence and the Chinese Empire attained 
its greatest dimensions. 

Along with this Manchu program of 
expansion also was carried a Manchu 
program of education. Immediately 
after the seizure of the Dragon Throne, 
the conquerors determined to mark 
the whole empire with their person- 
ality. Arts were encouraged and spe- 
cial schools established for research. 
The best scholars and grammarians in 
all China were gathered together and 
set to work translating Chinese works 
into Manchu and Manchu works into 
Chinese. One outstanding achieve- 
ment of the Emperor K’ang Hsi was 
the issuance of the ‘‘Imperial Edition’”’ 
of Chinese classics with Chinese and 
Manchu texts in parallel columns. 

The result of this was that while 
the Manchus were conquering with 
arms the Chinese were conquering 
with books. Gradually the powerful 
newcomers forgot their own language 
and even lost their own racial iden- 
tity. China literally absorbed and 
swallowed up the nation which had 
conquered her. Today, Manchu is re- 
garded as virtually a dead language 
and ia spoken nowhere but in the 


northern 

part of Man- 

churia. It has en- 

tirely disappeared from 

China proper. In the beginning, too, 
there was a marked ethnological dif- 
ference between the Manchu and the 
Celestial Chinese. Today, they appear 
almost identical. The natives of Har- 
bin and Mukden are as Chinese as 
those of Peking. 

With the end of Ch'ien Lung’s reign 
in 1796, the Manchus passed the crest 
of their magnificence and settled into 
a decline which was never to be halted. 
The next 100 years were filled with 
rebellions and troubles with foreign- 
ers. The increasing number of Chris- 
tian missionaries contributed to the 
dissension and trade disputes involved 
China in two wars with Great Britain 
(1839-44 and 1856-60) and a disas- 
trous war with Japan in 1894, to say 
nothing of the Boxer uprising of 1900 
and numerous revolutionary disturb- 
ances. 

The stage was already set for the 
rise of a republic when the infant 
prince Pu-yi was placed on the throne 
at the age of two and a half to suc- 
ceed his uncle, the childless Kwang 
Hsu. Kwang Hsu died a mysterious 
death and [Pu-yi was chosen by the 
Empress Dowager Tzu Hai. It was of- 
ficially stated that Kwang Hsu died 
of heart disease, but few accepted this 
explanation and grim stories about the 
real nature of his death arevstill to be 
heard. QOne of these is related by C. 
J. S. Thompson in his recent book, 
‘Poison Mysteries in History, Romance 
and Crime.” 

“At the time of the death of the 
Emperor Kwang Hsu, the cause of 
which was enveloped in mystery, it 


* was rumored that he did not die from 


natural causes, but committed suicide 
by request,’ Thompson writes. ‘‘For 
some time previous to his death, ft 
is said that the Emperor had led a 
miserable existence and was simply a 
ruler in name. The Dowager-Empress, 
Tzu Hsi, had resolved that her nephew 
should precede her to the tomb. She 
therefore convoked the Grand Council 
and as a result of this conclave it was 
announced that Kwang Hsu was dan- 
gerously ill from heart disease, but 
the offers of the foreign legations to 
send their medical officers were firm- 
ly declined. 

“According to the story, at 10 
o'clock next morning the Chief Eu- 
nuch, with two confidential attend- 
ants, entered the Little Palace where 
the Emperor was confined, and after 
having ordered everybody out of the 
room he declared to Kwang Hau that 
the Empress was dying, and that it 
was needful for him to predecease her. 

‘‘He then deposited on a table, pilis 
of opium, a packet of gold leaf, and 
some yellow silk plaited cord, prom- 
ising to return in three hours time. 
If he found that neither the opium 
nor the gold leaf had been used it 
would be his painful duty to call upon 
the two assistants to strangle him with 
the silken cord. Meanwhile the two 
executioners would watch the door of

the room. It should be explained that 
a piece of the fine gold leaf is placed 
over the lips, and, the breath being 
deeply drawn, it is inhaled and ob- 
structs the glottis, causing immediate 
suffocation. 

“When the Chief Eunuch returned 
at 1 o'clock, he found the opium pills 
had disappeared and Kwang Hsu was 
stretched unconscious on his couch, 
but still breathing. It was stated that 
he died at 5 o'clock, and the 2-year- 
old Pu-yi was at once brought to the 
Imperial Palace and proclaimed Em- 
peror.' 


HE Manchu dynasty, so far 
as actual rule was concerned, 
came to an end with the death 
of Kwang Hsu in 1908, but in 
pame, at least, it endured through 
four more years while Prince Chun, 
Pu-yi’s father, served as regent and 
while the Boy Emyeror, described 
as a dull and listless child, toddled 
about the palace playing with tin sol- 
diers. It came to a full stop in 1912 
when the growing revolutionary forc- 
es, after massacre of royalist garrisons 
in outlying cities, closed: in upon Pek- 
ing and set up the Chinese Republic 
with Dr. Sun Yat Sen as president. 
The Boy Emperor was deposed, but

Duncan is said to pay higher wages 
than in factories or other shops. 

‘IT have forged a philosophy of my 
own in the fire of adversity,’’ he told 
simply. “It has taken me 40 years 
—-40 years largely filled with failure, 
discouragement, heartaches and vain 
efforts to find work. 

‘‘My philosophy is that every man 
has been given wits and a pair of 
hands to work with, and he doesn't 
need to depend upon any other man 
for his bread. I! believe this is a 
primeval, eternal truth which never 
changes. Unfortunately, all humanity, 
particularly in industrialized countries, 
have forgotten this, just as men forget 
to count or make music when they dis- 
cover machines to do this, but the 
personal faculty can always be recov- 
ered. Modern Americans have fixed it 
in their minds that they cannot work 
unless someone gives them jobs. They 
say there is no work. What folly! 
There is more work to do in the Unit- 
ed States than can ever be done. What 
these people mean is that they cannot 
find work on their own terms, at the 
prices they demand. It is easier to 
have someone else give us work than 
to do some hard thinking of our own, 
to create our own work, but it can be 
done. 


HE conviction that we must de- 
| pend on someone else is a curse. 
It deadens our initiative, our lat- 
ent faculties. If we lose a job we sit 
down, fold our hands, and wait until 
someone gives us another job. The 
thing to do is to break this discouraged 
seif-hypnotism, take our wits and our 
hands, and go out and do something 
useful. The first attempt generally 
turns out badly, but it leads to some- 
thing better. I cannot explain why an 
honest effort to do something useful, 
even though without pay, leads to a 
better opportunity, but human experi- 
ence shows that it does. 

“The trouble is that we confuse 
work with earning a living, though the 
two things are considerably different. 
Work is a glorious thing. Anyone, 
anywhere, can go out and do it. It 
mmakes us happy and satisfied, because 
we are created to be active, and it 
brings fame and success. I speak of 
work done with joy. On the other 
hand, the people who are only trying 
to earn a living do their work in an 
indifferent way, and the result is often 
indifferent. Someone will immediate- 
ly say, ‘That is all very fine, but I can- 
not afford to go out and work far lit- 
tle or nothing. J] must support my 
family, pay my rent, buy groceries, and

spend money for a hun- 
dred things.’ My answer 
to that is written all 
through the Bible, all 
through the wisdom of 
the ages, all through hu- 
man experience. That 
is, in some way incom- 
prehensible to us, we 
are all governed. by 
laws, governed by 
some providence that 
helps us when we try to 
help ourselves. When 
we become active, par- 
ticipate in the law of 
action, there is a law of 
abundance that ¢om- 
mences to operate for 
us, It operates in 
strange ways, brushing 
aside the most solid hu- 
man obstacles as though 
they were shadows. | 
am not a religious man, 
but I have seen this 
principle of abundance 
operating. The old 
prophets understood it 
perfectly. It is a sort 
of compensation: be- 
come active, get out of 
the way, and let the 
thing operate. It seems 
we must lose sight of 
ourselves, our personal 
responsibility. That is 
what crushes us, and 
blinds us to the forces 
which would help us. 
“If I suddenly found 
myself ruined by a ca- 
tastrophe, I would im- 
mediately start out and 
do something, regardless 
if I received any pay. 
That would be putting 
myself in action with 
the universe, and it

rt would lead to something worth while 


without any great delay. 

“I suppose you will laugh at me 
If you do, then you do not believe in 
the Old and New Testaments, for this 
law of abundance, or of compensation, 
is one of the most fundamental teach- 
ings of the Scriptures.’’ 

Mr. Duncan violently objects to the 
methods of American schools and uni- 
versities. He claims that pupils are 
not being taught to work for the love 
of working, but to earn the greatest 
possible amount of money with the 
least possible effort. 


He thinks this system wrecks 


nations and individual lives as well 
“TI know what I am talking about 
when I say that any man can go out 
and work with his hands and wits, 
without asking another man for a 
job,’’ he continued energetically. 
“One day about 20 years ago, when 
thinge looked pretty black, I asked 
myself why I couldn't do hand weav- 
ing. You know that hand-woven 
goods have many superior qualities 
and, besides, can be made with more 
variety, originality and exclusiveness. 
Everyone tried to discourage me. ‘How 
can you possibly compete with the big 
mills?’ they asked scornfully. Well, 
I'll tell you a secret: I found that I 
could put five times as much silk into 
a fabric as the mills, pay my work peo- 
ple higher wages than the mills, and 
produce more cheaply than they could.

HE ancient theory 
that rays of the full 
moon can some- 
times daze and 
drive a person mad, 
has been revived by 
a prominent Phil- 
adelphia psycholo- 
gist to account for 
=~ the recent death of 
eautiful young girl whose nude 
iy was found in a field at Fox 
ise, after she had wandered about 
ulessly for the greater part of a bit- 

cold, moonlit night. 
The girl was Elsie Flothmeier, 22- 
ar-old daughter of the Rev. Fred- 
‘rick Flothmeier, a-Lutheran clergy- 
nan. Her body was found late in the 
‘'ternoon, after she had been missing 
r almost 24 hours. She had noth- 
x on except a small piece of silk 
derwear, which had been torn to 
reds. Her other garments were 
ind some distance away, carefully 
nz ona bush. Her body was slight- 
bruised and scratehed, so‘that po- 
were at first of the opinion that 
had been criminally assaulted, 
led and then dragged to the spot 
here she was found. 
Subsequent examination by medical 
thorities, however, revealed. that 
was not the case. The medical 
iminers stated that death had been 
ised by exposure. She had appar- 
‘ly wandered for hours aimlessly 
ugh the woods and fields, had re- 
ed her clothes, and then, in a state 
»shaustion and probably under the 
ision that she was going to bed, 
stretched herself on the ground 
frozen to death.

ments,’ declared ‘Dr. Bolton, “on 
which the rays of a full moon have 
a strange and as yet unaccountable 
effect. And this effect is partic- 
ularly noticeable on the minds of 
persons afflicted with certain 
nervous disorders." 

Miss Flothmeier possessed a 
temperament which apparently 
made her susceptible to this 
form of insanity, according to 
the psychologist’s opinion. She 
suffered a nervous collapse in 
1922 while visiting in Germany 
and had been of a neurotic disposi- 
tion ever since. 

Miss Flothmeier was an attractive 
young woman, with black hair and 
blue eyes, and of a quiet, unassuming 
disposition. She had graduated from 
Frankford High School in 1928 and 
had since then attended classes at Ten- 
nant College and at Temple University. 


ER father, as. pastor of the 
H Tabor Lutheran Church, was 

in the habit of making visits to 
his parishioners from time to time. 
On the evening of February 23 he was 
about to pay one of these calls 
to a family living in the extreme 
northeast section of the city when his 
daughter asked to accompany him 
Together they got into his automo- 
bile and drove away. The girl had 
recently returned from a two-weeks’ 
visit to friends in New Jersey and was 
apparently in excellent spirits. 

‘When the car reached Burholme 
Park, not far from the house where | 
was to visit,’’ says the Rev. Flothmet- 
er, ‘‘Elsie asked to get out. She said 
she wanted: to walk through the park, 
but that she would meet me later at 
the home of her cousin, who lived 
nearby. 

‘“‘About an hour later I stopped at 
the cousin’s house for her and was sur- 
prised to learn that she had not been 
there. I then thought that she was 
probably still walking in the park and 
went there. A guard at the park said 
he had seen a young lady of her de-

scription walking there, but could not 
say where she had gone. When she 
did not return later in the night I re- 
ported the matter to the police and 
asked them tuo -help look for her.’’ 

Word of the disappearance of the 
young lady had been circulated in the 
neighborhood. Lester Sper! and Luther 
Allenbure, two young boys who lived 
in that vicinity, heard of her disap- 
pearance and joined in the hunt. 

‘We decided to help in the search,’’ 
Sperl said, ‘“‘and were wandering about 
the fields in the neighborhood when 
we saw some clothing hanging on a 
bush. We saw that the overcoat was 
like the one police said the gir) had 
been wearing. We looked around, and 
about 300 yards away saw the body, 
lying face downward on the ground.”’ 

Examination of the circumstances of 
her death indicates to Dr. Bolton that 
his theory of “‘moon madness” meets 
with no conflicting facts. It does not 
conflict with the official finding that

she died of exposure, 
for the exposure, ac- 
cording to Dr. Bolton, 
was the result of the 
dazed condition in- 
duced by the effect of 
the moon's rays upon her mind. 

“The night,’ says Dr. Bolton, ‘‘was 
cold and crisp, with a clear, full moon. 
Science does not as yet know precise- 
ly what effect the moon's rays have on 
particularly susceptible people. We 
have long known that under the in- 
fluence of a particularly brilliant moon 
persons of what we sometimes call a 
romantic disposition are capable of 
extreme folly. This is a mild effect of 
the influence of the moon on more or 
less normal, but nevertheless suscepti- 
ble, temperaments. But the idea of 
moon madness is not one of recent 
origin. It was a hypothesis firmly held 
by the ancients.”’ 

“The theory,’’ he continued, ‘‘is 
based on observation of a natural con-

persons. These attacks of extreme 
nervousness frequently’ reoccur at reg- 
ular intervals—about 28 to 30 days 
apart, coinciding with the cycle of the 
moon.

If so, which interests, gen- 
speaking, diminish and which 
e with advancing years? How 
men actually like their occupa- 
‘hrough the years? What type 
nation is most likely to hold the 
t of the man who follows it? 
ard K. Strong Jr.. professor of 
logy in Stanford University, has

Linguistic activities of an 

r written nature decline in inter- 

vhile those involving reading in- 


crease in liking with age. Liking for 
people exhibiting desirable traits in- 
creases with age, as does disliking for 
people exhibiting undesirable traits. 
Many amusements are liked by large 
percentages at all ages, but there is a 
distinct tendency for all of them to de- 
cline except those that may be char- 
acterized as cultural. These increase 
in liking. Older men also prefer, more 
than younger men do, those amuse- 
ments pursued largely alone, in con- 
trast to amusements involving others. 
Also, it is shown beyond question that 
older people are less interested in peo- 
ple associated with them, whether in 
business or amusement. Older men 
are somewhat surer of their estimates 
of themselves than are younger men. 
In general, Dr. Strong points out, the 
things we like most at 25 years of age 
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are liked better and better with in- 
creasing age, and the things we like 
least at 25 are liked less-and less. 
This, he explains, holds true for our 
reactions to people and amusements 
and for our estimates of ourselves. The 
reverse, however, is the case respecting 
occupations, school subjects and gen- 
eral activities. 

“The popular notion, supported by 
many psychologists, the author 
writes, ‘“‘is that interests fluctuate 
from day to day, and are 80 unstable 
that little or no reliance can be placed 
upon them. It seems to most people 
impossible that present interests can 
be utilized as a basis for directing fu- 


ture behavior. 
“Yet it depends upon how one looks 


at interests whether he will indorse 
the view just stated or one that is es- 
sentially the opposite. If, for exam- 
ple, ‘vocational interests’ is defined as 
‘the occupation an individual likes best 
now, then the conclusion must be 
reached that vocational interests are 
very unstable. There are ample data 
to prove that boys and girls and also 
older persons change their (‘first 
choices’ very frequently, and in most 
cases without apparent rime or reason. 
But if ‘vocational interest’ is defined 
as ‘the sum total of all interests that 
bear in any way upon an occupational 
career,’ then we find surprising sta- 
bility, certainly among adults, and, as 
far as we have been able to judge, also 
among young men of college age and 
presumably among - sstill youngei 
people. 


aa Be graph illustrates the two 
points of view. (The data rep- 
resent attitude toward an 
item, namely, the difference between 
liking and disliking. ) Thus, at. 25 
years Of age 8&8 per cent like and 
2 per cent dislike driving an auto, and 
the attitude therefore rates at 86 per 
cent. Similarly, at 55 years the atti- 
tude is 62 per cent, based on 72 per 
cent who like and 10 per cent who 
dislike driving an auto. If interest is 
restricted to the one item best liked, 
then from the graph we see that 25- 
year-oid men like driving an auto best 
of anything and older men, among the 
other interest items compared, like 
best the National Geographic Maga- 
zine. If we specify interest as the 
three items most liked, then at 25 they 
are: driving an auto, National Geo- 
graphic and musical comedy: at 35 
they are National Geographic, driving 
un auto and musical comedy; and at 
o5 they are, National Geographic, 
nights spent at home and art galleries. 
If we had nothing to go on but infor- 
mation regarding the three chief in- 
terests possessed by men at various 
ages, we should have to decide that in- 
terests change rapidly with age. 

“If we have more information, such

a group, representing eight occupations, 


toward certain occupations and habits. 


as is given in the graph, we see that 
some interests increase and some de- 
crease with age. In some cases the 
changes are very slight and in other 
cases the changes are great; but there 
is no reason to assume that interests 
alter capriciously, inexplicably. Each 
interest waxes or wanes in a definite 


way. Moreover, when we realize that 
an individual has many interests we 
can no longer assume that his be- 
havior is determined by any one of 
them. Even if he has stated on some 
questionnaire that a certain interest 
is-his strongest, that, of course, does 
not mean that it alone dominates his

behavior. It is necessary to take the 
sum total of his interests into account’. 

Change in interest does not take 
place uniformly from 25 to 55, Dr. 
Strong finds. In round numbers, 5 
per cent of the total change occurs be- 
tween 25 and 35, 20 per cent between 
35 and 45, and 30 per cent between 45 
and 55. There is little or no change 
from 55 to 65. 

One of the most interesting conclu- 
sions drawn from the questivnnaires 
is that liking for occupations decreases 
with age. This applies not only to oec- 
cupations one is not engaged- in, but 
also in many cases to one’s own occu- 
pation. Decrease in liking occupationa 
the author reasons, is probably an il- 
lustration of the dislike for change of 
habits and associations that develops 
with years. Of 100 occupations listed 
in the questionnaires, 78 show the 
tendency to decrease in popularity, be- 
ing liked 7.3 per cent less at 55 than 
at 25 years. The remaining 22 items 
increase in being liked by 4.1 per cent.

pations,”’ Dr. Strong writes, 
‘is not only demonstrated 
when the average of eight occupation- 
al groups is considered but is shown 
toward their own profession in the 
case of several of eight groups consid- 
ered separately.” 

Medical men like ‘“‘surgeon’’ 8 per 
cent less at 55 than at 25; ‘“‘dentist,”’ 
6 per cent less, and ‘“‘physician,”’ 3 per 
cent less. Lawyers at 55 like ‘‘corpora- 
tion lawyer’’ 1 per cent less than at 
25; “judge,’’ 7 per cent less; ‘‘crim- 
inal lawyer,’ 33 per cent less, and 
‘‘politician,’’ 37 per cent less. Similar- 
ly, life insurance men like their occu- 
pation 5 per cent less, and school men 
theirs 6 per cent less. On the other 
hand, engineers like their work better 
at 55, and the same is true of writers, 
ministers and Y. M. C. A. secretaries. 
Among other occupations which in- 
crease significantly in liking are those 
of farmer, carpenter, machinist, and 
some which increase less significantly 
are astronomer, architect, rancher.

Is it dangerous to eat food that has been allowed to 
stand in an open tin can? Not if the can is kept in a 
cool place and the food protected from dirt, flies, etc. 


How much spinach, asparagus, beans, peas, shall I buy 
for four people? Spinach, 1% peck; Asparagus, 2% 
small bunches; Beans, +/5 quart; Peas, 2 qts. (shelled, 
2'5 cups). 


How may brown sugar be substituted for white? Roll 
to remove lumps, then pack solidly into cup with a spoon. 
Measured this way, the weight of a given measure 
is approximately the same as that of granulated sugar. 


How may sour milk be substituted for sweet? For 1 cup 
of sweet milk, use 1 cup sour milk and \% teaspoon 
baking-soda, and use 1| level teaspoon baking-powder, 
instead of 2, for each cup of flour, if eggs are not used. 
If eggs are used, reduce entire quantity of baking- 
powder by 14 teaspoon for each egg. 


How may molasses be substituted for sugar? Use 34 to 
1 cup molasses for 1 cup sugar. Add \% teaspoon soda 
for each cup of molasses, and omit baking-powder, or 
use only small amount. 


How may the number of eggs be reduced in soft custards? 
Omit | or 2 eggs and substitute 4 tablespoon of corn- 
starch for each omitted egg. Im cakes? Omit 1 or 2 
eggs and substitute }4 teaspoon of baking-powder for 
each omitted egg. 


Is it possible to make good jelly with beet sugar? There 
is no chemical difference between beet and cane sugar, 
and good jelly may be made with either. 


In measuring bread flour for cakes where pastry flour 
is supposed to be used, how much should be deducted 
per cup? Substitute for 2 tablespoonfuls of each cup 
of bread flour, 1 to 114 tablespoonfuls of corn-starch. 


Should flour for cake be sifted more than once? Since a 
cupful of once-sifted flour weighs practically the same 
as a cupful sifted four or five times, there seems no 
point in sifting it several times.

In selecting a mixing-bowl for cake preparation, what 
shape is most satisfactory? A porcelain or heavy glass 
bowl (heavy enough to keep its position and not slide 
about), with sides sloping outward, is more desirable 
than a light-weight bowl with straight sides. It is much 
easier to mix and turn out cake batters from bowls 
with sloping sides than from bowls with a slope more 
nearly approaching the perpendicular. 


What causes muffin batter to rise into a peak during 
baking? Over-stirring. 


How can tunnel holes in muffins be avoided? By stir- 
ring only until the dry ingredients are dampened. 
Muffin batter that has been stirred until it is smooth 
always results in a finished product with long tunnel 
holes and knob-like projections. 


What is the best proportion of ice and salt for a fine- 
texture ice-cream? Best results are obtained by using 
1 cup salt to 3 qts. chopped ice—a proportion of I to 12. 


What is the purpose of using gelatine in ice-cream mix- 
tures? Is it an objectionable practise? A coarse-textured 
ice-cream is due to water particles coming together and 
forming large crystals. Gelatine added to ice-cream 
before freezing helps to keep the water crystals apart. 
It is not an objectionable practise except when too 
much is used, the result then being an ice-cream that has 
a spongy, undesirable texture and a disagreeable flavor. 


Why is cream of tartar used in making angel-food cake? 
Without cream of tartar, angel-cake is cream-colored 
rather than white, and tends to shrink during the last 
few minutes of baking so that the volume after baking 


is but little greater than before. 


Should baking-powder biscuit be kneaded? Yes, for 


about 20 seconds. 


How may pie-crust, baked before the filling is added, 
be kept from bulging up from the tin? During the bak- 
ing, place on the crust, spoon fashion, a pie-tin of the 
same size as the one holding the crust.

1 pkg. zwieback l4 C. cream 14 C. almonds, 
2 tbsp. butter 4+ eggs beaten chopped 

2 tbsp. sugar separately oC. currants 
1 C. cottage cheese 14 C. sugar 14 tsp. salt 
Roll zwieback into crumbs, and add butter and sugar 
that have been creamed together. Rub this mixture 
until well blended, put in bottom of baking-dish and 
press down evenly all around. Mix remaining ingredients 
well, folding in stiffly beaten egg whites last. Pour over 
zwieback crumbs. Bake in hot oven (425° F.) for 10 min- 
utes. then in moderate oven (350° F.) 20 minutes longer.
